Lord Grey’s Appointment,

enduring basis. That friendship is a guarantee of progress, as well as a 
pledge of peace. Viscount GREy will be able to assist in a work which is 
as preeious in his eyes: as in those of the AMERICAN PRESIDENT—the 
building up of the League of Nations. In those efforts every Jew will 
assuredly wish him well. We trust and believe that he will successfully 
carry forward the good work begun by a distinguished coreligionist 
(Viscount READING), and are happy to know that he has as his chief of 
staff so able and enlightened a man as Sir WILLIAM TYRRELL, 


Dr, Weizmann Speaks. 


PARADOXICAL as it may seem, it Is no less trne that the most 
hopeful thing about the speech Dr. WEIZMANN delivered to a meeting of 
the English Zionist Federation, on Wednesday night, was the pessimistic 
tone in which it was cast. Because we know the Zionist leader well 
enough to feel assured that this was a manifestation of his consciousness 
of the difficulties that confront the Movement in Palestine, and was not 
any mere ad captandum appeal for sympathy, which would repress 
anything in the nature of questioning, and would subdue opposition, in 
view of the heavy task that is placed upon him. The first 
and chief means for overcoming difficulties is the recognition of them ; 
and that Dr. WBIZMANN is fully aware of the immenss load of complica- 
tions that have to be overcome before Jewish Nationalism can be triumphant 
is the best reason for according to him a large measure of confidence 
and support. The least hopeful indication that emerges from his deliver- 
ance, on the other hand, seems to us to be bis apparent. utter inability to 
grasp the central point in the position. It is the one upon which we have 
frequently insisted; and we are fot surprised to observe that Dr. 
WEIZMANN recognises we have insisted in what we conceive to be the 
interests of the movement, and certainly not in any carping or 
hostile spirit, The point is the meaning that the British 
Government, or at least Zionists themselves — we allude, of 
course, to the Movement officially—attach to the term “ Jewish 
National Home.” That point Dr. WEIZMANN fences, not without much 
skill. It is doubtless very inspiriting to be reminded that the British 
Government regatds “as a fait accompli,” now that the war is ended, 
the policy of establishing the Jewish National Home in Palestine which 
it promised during the progress of hostilities, But that does not get us 
any nearer to the meaning which the Government attaches to the term 
or the coneeption of it which the leaders of the movement hold. Dr, 
WEIZMANN assures us “that all conditions” are to “be created by 
the Peace Conference in Palestine” for “ evolving such an Organisation ” 
as he adumbrated when, with an insouciance comparable to 
nothing so much as that evinced by a predecessor on the Bench 
of Lord. READING, the leader of the Jewish Nationalist Movement 
achat “What is a State?” Dr, WeizMANN says that he means by 

ate “a political organisation in a definite territory which embraces all 
the activities of a given human society.” That is all very well, but there 
still could be that in Palestine, and yet Palestine might not be a 


Jewish State; and it is to see some prospect of a Fewish State being” 


established there, and not merely a State, that we are anxious. Thus 
Dr. WEIZMANN'S definition of a State—even if we accepted it in ite 
entirety, which we should hesitate to do—and his positive and 
categorical assurances do not take us an inch further on the road to 
discovering the answer that should long ago have been forthcoming to’ 
the enquiry—by the term “ Jewish National Home” do the Zionist leaders 
and does (at least) the British Government mean a Jewish State in Pales- 


tine—"“ the Land of Israel for the People Israel "—or do they both mean’ 


a mere colonisation or.settlement of Jews who will ideatify the country as. 
Jewish to the extent of the Jewish population that may ultimately be 
found iahabiting it—precisely as Jews do in regard to any other place or 
State? Upon that question Dr. WeIzMANN has not, in his latest 
utterance, provided us with the least enlightenment. At the end of hia 
speech, indeed, be tells us that the British Government are going to 
give us a “chance.” We refuse to believe that the Jewish National Home 
of the Balfour Declaration has come down to,the hazard which Dr, 
WEIZMANN pictures—perhaps im excusable overzeal, not to appear 
unduly optimistic. Ma. NEVILLE J. Laski's letter on the subject 
of Zionist Organisation Finance, which we published last Friday, elicits 


this week a long reply from the Treasurer of the Zionist Organisation, | 


Mr. Boris GOLDBERG. Without venturing any opinion at the moment 
concerning its adequacy or otherwise, the letter, we are bound to say,” 
seems to us fairly to cover the field traversed by the communication from . 
Manchester, and as such will, we hope, be carefully studied by all 
interested in the Zionist Movement. The discussion thus should serve to 


elucidate the facts, and if it does so Mr. Laski's intervention will prove 


to be of real advantage to the Movement. : 


The Polish Situation. 


M. PADEREWSKI has, it is stated, established courts-martial at more 
than forty points, whose function will be to try within twenty-four hours 
of arrest all persons accused of offences against Jews, and to pass 
judgment and sentence on the guilty. The fundamental notion is said 
to be to impress the population with the fact that the Polish Government 
is resolved to mete out summary justice in the case of any manifestations 
of hostility to Jews; and if the scheme works, as it*is proposed, it 
is hoped that there will be an immediate end to the beard-cuiting, 
curl-cutting, and other forms of aati-Jewish outrages which have taken 
place. We can pass over the implicit admission thus given that outrages 
have occurred, and may agree that if the courts-martial are not impeded ig 
their operations, and take their duty seriously, a very great improvement 
should be introduced into the Polish situation. What has been evidently 
lacking in the past has been an adequate organisation for dealing with 
outbreaks, and provided the machinery now said to have been instituted 
works, as presumably it is intended to do, there should be a speedy end 
to the disorders which every good friend of Poland has so deeply 
deplored. We learn also that a State banquet has been given by 
M. PADEREWSKI in honour of Mr. MORGENTHAU and other members of 
the American Commission in Poland, and that the work which these 
gentlemen have been doing in the way of calming feeling and restoring 
mutual confidence between Poles and Jews has already begun to tell, 
We can only trust that these efforts, as far as they go, will be 
successful, though we have, of course, to wait for the report of 
Mr. MORGENTHAU before judging their full results. Meanwhile 
we note with interest that the British Government is about to send the 
Commission of Enquiry to Poland, already promised, and that “it is 
hoped to secure the services of a representative who will be acceptable 
to the Jewish community.” We welcome this step, and indeed any 
attempt that will have the effect of clearing up the Polish situation and 
letting in the light. In this serious matter it is essential that the truth 
should be told. That will be the best preliminary to the termination of 
civil strife in the country—a consummation devoutly to be wished in the 
interest of Jew and non-Jew alike. 


The Alien Outcry. 


Our readers will peruse with interest the admirable article on the anti- 
Alien policy which a Christian gentleman (Mr. C. E. MAURICE) contributes 
to our columns this week. The writer shows the demon of anti-alienism 
stalking through history, the follies it has perpetrated and the difficulty of 
exorcising it. The late Judge RENTOUL, who once proposed 
that all deported foreigners should be branded, had his pro- 
totype in the member of Parliament in the reign of QUEEN 
ELIZABETH, who introduced a Bill to hinder foreigners from trading, 
except that the learned Judge improved on the Elizabethan 
example. Even to-day there are many very foolish peopie who would 
exclude every foreign-born person from these shores, and it is only 
recently that a Member of Parliament held up his bands in horror that a 
fellow-member shou'd “express his public sympathy with aliens ’—for 
all the world as though a foreigner were something strange and bestial. 
During the agitation which led to the Aliens Act in this country, one of 
the favourite charges was that the Russians were not useful and desirable 
folk like the Huguenots, for instance. But Mr. MAURICE shows that these 
refugees were as mercilessly ridiculed and as incontinently hated as the 
Russians who have followed them, It is the old, old story: “There were 
giants in those days "—never in ours. The truth is that all this childish 
outcry only plays into the hands of the enemies of the country that 
indulges in iti—foreign and domestic alike. The nation is likely to be 
strongest which has the most numerous foreign connections, and a world. 


wide variegated empire like Great Britain can least afford to look with | 


contempt upon other people.- The only result of keeping the foreigner 
out is, as Mr. MAURICE says, to help the profiteer to increase his 
ill-gotten gains, One thing it certainly will not do—help the nation to 
banish the spectre of want from its homes. Mr. MAURICE has written a 
thoughtful article containing much that is suggestive. It is the best 
commentary we could print on the new Aliens Order now promulgated— 
an Order reminiscent of all the old fallacies and prejudices, and hopelessly 
remote alike from the true interests of this realm and from the ideals

Russian movement, because a number of its best known leaders 
are or were Jews. As a matter of fact there are numerous 
prominent Bolshevists who have never had any connection with Jews, 
from LENIN himself downwards, and only the other day a Vienna 
paper made a statement to the effect that, contrary to the gener- 
ally accepted view, BeLa KuN is not a Jew, But supposing even 
that every Bolshevist happened to be of Jewish birth, what 
precise object conld Mr. Raper serve by insisting on the 
point, in questions across the floor of Parliament? Even if we 
accept his explanation for his action, with its implication that the Russiao 
people are so utterly stupid as to submit against their will to the 
domination ot a few quondam Jews, we still fail to see the practical 
valne of the distinction which Mr. RAPER seeks to make, or to 
understand what useful contribution he offers to the solution 
of the Russian problem by drawing attention to it. If Mr. Raper is 
merely desirous of laying bare the facts, he should surely have asked 
what the attitude of the Jews as a whole is to the movement, whether 
Jews (as one of the Times correspondents mentioned the other day) were 
not among its victims at Minsk, and whether the anti-Bolshevist 
camp was not largely recruited from the Jewish population. And even 
if his object was not that of the stern seeker after truth, be might 
still, as one “ proud to number among my personal friends many members 
of the Jewish religion”"—how easily the conventional piece of 
condescending toleration rolls off his pen !—have managed to suggest, at 
all events, a glimpse of the other side of the case. But, as so often 
happens with our critics who are so “ proud” of their Jewish friends, be 
quite forgot this aspect of the matter. Mr. RAPER does, indeed, argue 
that he attacked Jews as Bolshevists but not as Jews. Then why mention 
their Judaism at all? He could have assailed them in his most 
“ questionable”’. style, without dragging in the word Jew! Mr, RAPER 
probably does not know that the explanation given of the Vilna atrocities 
was that they were not assaults on Jews as such, But even be will 
agree that, so far as the victims are concerned, the distinction amounts 
to precious little. We can only advise the bon. Member in all earnestness 
to abstain in the future from a form of playing with fire of whic he does 
quite evidently not appreciate the peril. 


The Levison Knighthood, 


THE extracts from contemporaries printed in our last and current 
issues, and the courageous sermon which Rabbi HARRIS COHEN 
delivered on the subject on Sabbath last, will give some iudication of the 
depth of the feeling which has been stirred among the public by the 
conferment of a knighthood on Mr. LEON LeEVISON. As Jews we repeat 
that we have a special ground for protest in that the honour was 
bestowed for services supposed to have -been rendered to our 
people. We wonder whether Jewish opinion was ever seriously tested 
on the point, and whether the least effort was made to ascertain the real 
feelings of those who are alleged to be Mr. LEVISON'S beneficiaries, 
Whatever else may be said against Jews nobody bas yet charged them 
with the vice of ingratitude. Yet we venture to tell those who are 
responsible for submitting Mr. L&vISON’S name to the KING, that 
if they bad made the least. enquiry they would have dis- 
covered not only that. Jews felt no sense of gratitude to Mr. 
LEVISON, but that they regarded any question of his knighthood as an 
affront to their finest feelings. Let us add, too, that in our view 
this mysterious business carries with it an element of menace 
to the Jewish community. Honours Lists are more or less dubious 
in these increasingly democratic. days. But if they are to 
be finally discredited we have the right to protest against the possibility 
of this being brought about through their connection with one who 
was once a jew or because of the alleged service to the Jewish 
people of a man like Mr. Levison. By some fantastic freak of 
fate, it is from the cast-offs of Judaism rather than its adherents that 
most of the troubles of the race have proceeded. We see this very 
vividly in many instances in Bolshevist Russia to-day—Destiny's revenge, 
it may be, for the cheating of Ker plans, We do not want it to be said 


that it was a Jew, such a Jew—though an apostate Jew—whe tainted the 
British Fount of Honour.

THE RIDDLE OF ‘THE JEW. 


By Mentor. 
S: FE twenty years ago or more a Jewish paper published a series 


of articles, or letters to the Editor, on the inquiry: “Are Jews 

Unpopular ; if so, Why?” The mere openiog of the topic 

in a Jewish paper was at the time, I recollect, bitterly resented 
by many Jews, and the Jewish CHRONICLE thundered in wrath at the 
paper in question with fury and abandon. In its denunciation, the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE was backed up by several approving communica- 
tions from leaders of communal Jewish thought at the time. I doubt 
whether such indignation would be experienced in like circumstances 
in these days. In the intervening twenty years or more, we have got so 
used to a discussion in the general Press of our faults and failings asa 
people that we regard such literary pabulum as our normal food. And 
when we Jews ourselves indulge in a little introspection on our own 
account, we are inclined to be thankfully grateful that the analysis occurs 
in a Jewish, rather than in a non-Jewish, publication. The fact is that 
during the intervening twenty years, a great change has come o’er the 
spirit of our dream. Then, the merest breath of questioning concerning 
the Jew was looked upon as a virulent anti-Semitic attack, 


Can Jews be Patriots ? 


Who, old enough, does not remember Professor Goldwin Smith’s 
article inthe Nineteenth Century: ‘Can Jews be Patriots?” Its effect 
upon the Community was something like that which startled London 
with the first daylight air-raid. The late Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hermann 
Adler, was virtually commissioned by the then leaders of the Community 
to answer the Professor. No-one less able—as he was most able—was 
thought fitting for such a controversy. _I will be bound to say that if 
a like article appeared in one of the monthly reviews to-day, it would 
either remain unanswered—save, perhaps, by way of comment in the 
Jewish Press—or at most, someone would tackle the subject, “of his 
own motion.” This, by way of example, of the change that has come. 
It has been caused by several things. The frequency of the 
attacks upon Jews has, perhaps, turned the edge of them. There are 
publications in England to-day that exist largely for and on the anti- 
Semitism which they publish. But the change, too, has arisen—in the 
present writer's view at least—from another cause. It may be that we 
have become so accustomed to anti-Semitic attacks that we have become 
morally pachydermatous. In any case, we care less; and if is not 
unreasonable to suppose that a decline in Jewish feeling, which is 
noticeable in so mnch, has had something to do with the difference of 
attitude of now and twenty years ago. 


** Groping.” 


Notwithstanding all that has been written and said in discussion of 
the Jew, however, the riddle of the Jew, which the Jew is as unable to 
solve as is the non-Jew, remains, And part of that riddle is the persist- 
ence of the sentiment of the non-Jew towards the Jew, or, as the Jewish 
paper alluded to put it—are Jews dnpopular: if so, why? It was set 
the other day in the course of a review which appeared in the West- 
minster Gasette, of that remarkable book by my old friend, Dr. Joseph 
Jacobs—his posthumous work, “Jewish Contributions to Civilisa- 
tion’; a work to which I have previously referred in this column. 
The writer of the Westminster article is no anti-Semite. On 
the contrary, he appears to be a deep appreciator of the Jew. He 
declares, tor instance, that in his view Dr. Jacobs had a “very 
fine" case in the argument throughout his book that the Jewish race 
was worthy of the greatest respect as such, *and had contributed 
immensely in every department of mind and heart to the making of our 
present civilisation. Yet the Westminster writer cannot help seeing 
that, as a race, Jews “ have worked under a handicap for which there is 
no parallel—the colour problem in America being founded on a quite 
different prejudice and offering no real analogy.” It is this handicap, 
which we broadly call anti-Semitism, and which manifests itself 
in numberless guises’ and in forms so diverse, that is a con- 
siderable part of the riddle of the Jew. Why is the Jew who has, 
as the Westminster writer admits, and as Dr. Jacobs has so ably shown, 
done so moch for the civilisation of the world at large, subjected to this 
handicap of unpopularity ? “It seems incredible,” says the writer already 
quoted, “ that there should not have been some comprehensible reason 
for all the anti-Semitism that has been such an: obvious factor in 
European politics for the time of the Middle Ages. Treitschke, 
Chamberlain, and Helloc,” he observes, “ have stated ‘their prejudice 
plainly enough.” But the Westminster writer is thinking, he tells us, 
‘rather of some deepepand more significant cause than is to be found in 
their arguments,” and the cause he assigns thus: 

I believe that this reason—I am seeking to explain it, not to excuse this 
enduring persecution of the Jews—is to be found in a radical difference of ethic 
between Jews and Europeans. Just what this difference is 1 ifhd it very bard 
to state. It is not directly a question of business honesty Or persona! morality, 
and yet the former seems to be slightly involved. I think, for instance, that in 
our business transactions we hesitate to take advantage of a man's weakness in 
a way tha is quite incomprehensible toa Jew, But the point is not that there 
is much variation in practice between our business methods and theirs; but that 
we can and do appreciate this particular point, and that they can’t. The 
difference is, in fact, one of atiitude rather than that of method, though the 
method must obviously be influenced to a certain extent. 

The writer admits that this is far from a definition, and that the example 


he takes is only a “groping” for statement. But his “ groping” does 
not, it seems to me, carry us very far, 


Human Frailties. 


It.is easy, of course, to say so; but: personally I have never seen 
anything ‘worthy of the name of proof of the statement that. there 
exists, what the Westminster writer calis “‘a radical difference of ethic 
between Jews and Europeans,” and I am not therefore surprised 
that he finds the difference, as be remarks, “very hard to state.” 
To suggest that it resolves itself into a question of business honesty 


or personal morality does not appear to me to be tenable, for it is simply 
not true that the non-Jew in business transactions hesitates to 
take advantage of a man’s weakness in a way that is incompre- 
hensible to the Jew or, to put it the other way, that the Jew in 
business takes advantage of a man’s weakness in a + manner 
which the non-Jew would hesitate to adopt, or that would be incom- 
prehensible to him. The truth seems to me to be that there is 
not really a great deal to choose in fact, in this respect, between Jew and 
non-Jew. You have Jews who will take advantage of another man’s 
weakness in business matters, and you have non-Jews who are equally 
rapacious. The supreme opportunity whereby a man in business can 
take advantage of the weakness of another is perhaps in moneylending. 
And it is notorious that the harshest, the most unscrupulous and most 
unconscionable of that profession are not to be found among the Jews 
but among non-Jews engaged in it, The same can be said of other 
branches of finance, or of commerce, or industry. It can surely be said 
of that more topical commercial lesion-~-profiteering—which, thank 
goodness, is distinctly not a Jewish backsliding. Ruthlessness, incon- 
siderateness, sharp practice, are not confined to Jews nor to non-Jews. 
They are human frailties from which men of certain characteristics 


universally suffer, irrespective of race and irrespective of religion or the 
lack of it, 


“The Jews, they Crucified Him!” 


None the less, it occurs to me that at least one facet of the enquiry . 


into the cause of anti-Semitism—always using the term in its broadest 
implication—may be revealed by a consideration of the Westmaenster 
writer's illustration. It isin the difference with which the man whose 
weakness has been imposed upon will view the one imposing upon it if he 
happens to be a Jew, or if he happeusto be a non-Jew. If he happens to 
be a non-Jew, he may be very angry; he may be very wrath. But he 
will assign to the nature of the man the spirit which has induced what to 
him appears to be the offence comihitted against the canons of fair and 
honest dealing. If, however, on the other hand, it happens to be a Jew 
who has sinned, the victim will assign it to his nature, not as a 
man, not as an individual, but as a Jew, and, inferentially, to the 
nature of the Jewish race. Now there may be = other 
reasons for this, but one of them that occurs to me, and the chief, 
is to be found in the teaching for which for ages Christianity has been 
responsible in regard to the Jew. It has taught its devotees 
that the Jew is cruel by nature, rapacious by nature, and that it 
was the spirit of the Jew, which the Jew has maintained throngh- 
out his generation’, and not the Jews concerned (even allowing there 
were Jews concerned), that is answerable before the 
for what Christians regard as the supreme crime of all the ages. “ The 
Jews, they crucified Him!” is the text of Christian teaching in regard tothe 
Jew. Its doctrine pervades the very flesh and blood of non-Jews, Thus, 
taking the supposed case which the Westminsler writer sets up, ia Jew 
bests a non- Jew, the non-Jew at oncecomes to the conclasion that he has 
suffered not from the iniquities of the double dealing, or the false deal- 
ing, or the sharp practice of an individual, but from theee asthe natural 
sequence of his having dealt with a Jew because they are

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characteristic or part of the Jewish nature. Thus Jews have prejudice 
superimposed upon prejadice to overcome. There is not merely the 
difference of race and the difference of cult, but, above all, there is the 
religious prejudice which even those who would spurn being influenced 
by religious prejudice subconsciously nourish. This, indeed, is the thesis 
of the book by Dr. Joseph Jacobs which impelled the observations of the 
Westminster writer, and which Dr, Jacobs wrote in the hope that it 
might prove antidotal fo the poison that is being pumped in day by day 
: with the education of Christian children, and which has been infused into 
| . Christian life year in and year out for so many generations. 


There are, however, other considerations which ought not to be 
omitted when envisaging the aspect of the riddle of the Jew constituted 
by the inherent dislike of him by those among whom he lives. But space

JEWS IN EASTERN EUROPE. 
THE BRITISH MISSION TO POLAND. 


We understand that at the request of the Government, Sir 
Stuart Samuel, Bart., President of the Deputies of British Jews, 
has consented to head the British Mission which is to be sent out 
to Poland to examine the Jewish conditions there and to enquire 
into the allegations concerning the pogroms. The other Com- 
missioner will be a non-Jew. 


QUESTION IN PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Commoris yesterday week, Lieut.-Commander 
Kenworthy (Hull Cent., L.) asked the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs whether he could announce the names of the members of the 
proposed commission for investigating the anti-Jewish outrages in Poland ; 
whether this commission will include a Jewish representative ; and when 
they will start on their journey. 

Mr. HARMSWORTH, Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs (Luton, 
C.L.), in a written answer, said that the answer to the first part of the 
question asked by the honourable and gallant member is that invitations 
have been issued to two gentlemen, but one of them has not yet replied; 
to the second, that it is hoped to secure the services of a representative 
who will be acceptable to the Jewish community. I can at present give 
no definite date for the departure of the mission, but everything possible 
is being done to accelerate the necessary arrangements being made, 


THE AMERICAN MISSION, 
IMPORTANT EVIDENCE. 


Warsaw [F.0.C.] 

Mr. Morgenthau and General Jadwin, accompanied by the members of the 
American Commission, visited Vilna. They were greeted by the leaders of the 
Jewish Community, headed by Chief Rabbi Rubenstein and the President of 
the Communal Council, Dr. Shabad. The latter, in welcoming the visitors, 
said that the Jews in Lithuania had suffered severely during the last five years 
from persecution, libels, and atrocities. It was true that they received material 
help from America, but they were anxious for the moral support of the great 
Republic in protecting their economic, citizen, and national rights. The Jews 
in Lithuania were not too anxious to show their wounds to the whole world, 
but they felt that they had to speak out against the atrocities, in the belief that 
the time had arrived to state the wholetruth. It must be emphasised, however, 
that the Jews stand for a policy of conciliation and peace with their neighbours, 

Mr. Morgenthau stated that he was anxious to find out the truth of the 
Polish accusation as to the participation of Jews in Lithuania in the battles 
against Poland. In his opinion the Poles only accused certain section of Jews 
of figbting against them. The local Jewish leaders, however; called attention 
to the Polish Press, in which all our coreligionists were charg:d*with treachery. 

In the course of the inquiry the Poles pointed to the strict orders issued 
by them against attacks on Jews and also to the recent execution of a soldier 
for robbing a Jew. 

For the Jewish side there appeared many widows and orpbans of the 
victims who had lost their lives in the pogrom. The widows, Filipovka and 
Golbert, and the orphan girls, Zak and Grossman, gave tragic accounts of the 
pogrom, 

Especially impressive was the statement of Joshua Markon, a boy, aged 
fourteen, who had been imprisoned with a few alleged Bolsheviks before the 
latter lost their lives. General Jadwin and Mr. Morgenthau asked the boy: 
“What is a Bolshevik?” “I do not know,” answered the boy, “but it is 
something you must not be.” 

The Rabbi of Lipnishek related how Jews were shot in his own townlet, 
and how he himself was threatened with execution, Rabbi Myer Karelitz gave 
an account of the atrocities committed near the cemetery on dying victims. 
The Rabbi of Lidah wept bitterly when he described the pogrom in his town. 

Christian witnesses confirmed the accounts of the atrocities given by Jews. 
A few Jewish witnesses spoke of the deliberate manner in which the Jewish 
writer, M. Waiter, had been shot, 


A STATE BANQUET, 


The Special Correspondent of the Morning Post at Warsaw wrote, on the 
Sth inst.: To-morrow night in the great Feast Hall of Zamok, the palace of 
the ancient Kings of Poland, M. Paderewski will give a State banquet in honour 
of Mr. Henry Morgenthau and the other members of the Commission sent here 
by President Wilson to investigate the Jewish situation. Perhaps the best 
method of conveying the significance of this banquet is to add that a month ago,

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when the Commission arrived, tt wonld bave been virtually impasgsible for any

Paderewski is now paying Mr, Morgenthau, who in Polish thinking is — 
practically the Commission. 


It is indisputable that the Commission is achieving a success here that few 
observers of the situation dared hope for, a fact which explains the recording as 
primary news of even the smallest doings of Mr. Morgenthau and his associates. 
A few days ago Mr. Morgenthau returned from Vilna. His trip there bad at 
least one concrete result of interest. In Vilna he brought together certain 
Jewish leaders and certain Polish leaders, and in sessions extending over several 
days induced each party to state candidly to the other party its grievance and 
point of view. The administration of the town has been taken out of the hands 
of the military commanders, against whom the Jews brought their chief com- 

aint, and placed in the hands of the civil authorities upon whose justice the 
Jews. it is said, were quite willing to rely. Also in order to prove Polish good 

ith General Pilsudski, Chief of the State, who happened to be in Vilna, 
ordered the release of all Jews arrested at the time of the taking of Vilna who 
were still imprisoned. 

In a sense Mr. Morgenthau succeeded at Vilna in wiping the slate clean, 
and giving both the Poles and Jews of the city a fresh start in their relations. 
However, in all this, it must never be forgotten that the Jewish question in 
Poland is very old and very intricate, and has very deep roots. One may be 
fully convinced of the usefulness of such work as Mr. Morgenthau is doing 
without believing that he or any other man will be able to produce ina day a 
ready-made panacea for the ancient ill of Central Europe. 


The representative of the Polish Government, Count Szoltovsky, together 
with Mr. Morgenthau and General Jadwin, visited the Zionist headquarters. 
A crowd of ten thousand Jews cheered the Commissioners when leaving the old 
synagogue on Friday evening. 


THE POGROMS. 


THE PINSK POGROM. 


The Haint of July 20th, published the following in continuation of its 
statement printed in our issue of the 8th inst. :— 

On Friday the discussion on the reports concerning the events at Pinsk 
was continued. Nearly all the members of the Commission participated in the 
discussion, as did also M. Noah Prilutsky, in his capacity as an expert, who 
gave several explanations in connection wth the reports. He declared that 
nobody had been questioned about the “ Bund” and the “ Poale-Zion,” and that, 
therefore, nothing is mentioned about them in the records of the proceedings, 
He rejaied further that on the critical day a meeting of co-operative workers 
took place somewhere else, and that there no mischief befell anybody. The 
fact that the disposition of the military was then not such as it is now asserted 
to have been, is proved by the fact that Corporal Tshebosh, to whom the Jewish 
soldier Kosack had at first reported about the Jewish conspiracy, paid no atten- 
tion to it, and did not even report about it io the higher authorities. The latter 
knew notbing of Kosack’s report till the tragical moment and even later. M. 
Prilutsky is, therefore, of the opinion that the Commission must view the 
matter exclusively from a juridical and not from a political standpoint. It is 
enough that no juridical proceedings were taken against the shooting, and for 
this reasom alone an action is to be brought against all who were implicated in 
the offence. The Court itself will have to decide which of the accused is to be 
punished the more severely. A similar case occurred at Slotshew, where the 
Ukrainians shot eighteen Poles. The whole Polish Press justly condemned 
such a cruel deed, although there a so-called trial took place, and the Ukrainians 
insist that they acted according to the law. 


SPEECH BY DEPUTY SHIPPER, 


The speech of Deputy Shipper lasted nearly an hour. He first of all said 
that he could not agree with M. Prilutsky that this was only a formal juridical 
question, because if a trial ever took place, it was necessary to get a conception 
of the circumstances under which the crime had been committed, and to ascer- 
tain that a Jewish spy-organisation, working in favour of Bolshevism, ever 
existed, this being after all the main question. Iam just in the same position, 
said M. Shipper, as Deputy Dresher, who does not want to judge after impres- 
sions, but who bases his judgment on the material we have at hand. Deputy 
Dresher is doing wrong in not trying to rely on real proofs instead of engaging 
in mere surmise, as, for instance, he argues that since at Pinsk there area 
“Bund” and “Poale-Zion,” that some of the Jews there are well disposed 
towards Bolshevism and have therefore evidently planned a “ conspiracy” 
against Poland. Analysing the depositions of MM, Konarsky, Feinstein, 
Sonja, Rabinovitsch, Sub-Lieut. Baj, M. Lojka, and others, one receives 
a clear picture of the disposition that evailed among the Jews at 
Pinsk at the time before the Bolsheviks and the Poles came there, and also 
later, up till the tragic day. The material we have shows best that not only the 
bourgeois elements, but also the working people were disappointed with the 
Bolshevistic adminisiration, The working men at their meeting even passed 
protest-resolutions against the Bolshevistic terror atthattime. Deputy Shipper 
mentions the still more characteristic fact that during a whole month, from the 
day the Poles marched in until the day of the event that now interesis us all, 
nothing occurred that could have induced the military people to apply such 
radical means as killing and shooting so many people, 

Just on the eve of the day in question there came to Pinsk news that-at 
Luninez the Bolsheviks organised a pogrom against the Jews, that their army 
was surrounded, that Lenin was killed, and Trotzky had fled. At that time the 
Polish military gained considerably in strength, and at a time so unfavourable 
for the Bolsheviks nobody would, of course, think of committing treason in order 
to ingratiate oneself with them. Besides that, the presumption of a Bolshevistic 
Jewish conspiracy is based only on the deposition of such witnesses as the two 
Jewish soldiers Kosack and Kaliker. But when we analyse the depositions of 
those witnesses, we find that they contradict one another. One even 
contradicts himself. From their depositions we even see their low 
moral standard. Both are illiterate; one of them cannot even tell the time 
on a watch ; both claim now to be great patriots and voluntarily to serve in the 
army; but while Kosack was suffering from hunger, and life had no value for 
bim, Kaliker tried to evade military service. Kosack would doubtlessly have 
become Greek-orthodox, had it not been for the Poles; he always carries a 
cross with him, and does not care a fig for his mother ; he is very faint-hearied, 
and runs away as soon as he hears a gunshot. He also is afraid to make a

present. Very strange and full of contradiction is the story how some Jews 
advised them to join the Bolsheviks. One gains the conviction that they had 
come to an agreement as to what thev should depose. They have only for- 
gotten the details. It will, therefore, be absurd to pay any attention to the 
deposition of such witnesses, 

At the end of his speech, Deputy Shipper said: The chairman Wrublewski 
is inconsistent in admitting that those who beat the arrested persons should be 
punished, while those who ordered the shooting and who executed the order are 
not even to be tried for their acts. The accused committed the same crime as 
those who’ were ‘shot, because most of the former were also present at the

Deputy Dresher repelled M. Shipper’s reproaches and declared that in 
every deposition one can find some contradictions, and that one could therefore 
come to the conclusion that all depositions are false, and then all the material 
would be of no value. We must, therefore, on the contrary, accept that every- 
thing is true. He does not understand for what purpose both Jewish witnesses 
invented the story about the conspiracy. - There is no reason todeny that which 
is true. Why should there not be communists among the Jewish workers just 
as there are such among the Polish workers, especially since the telegraph wires 
were constantly cut and signals were often given. For such work intelligent 
people are required, and those are mostly found among the Jews. Neither did 
the officers shoot without any cause, but under the impression of the disposition 
that prevailed at that time. Deputy Shipper was right in reproaching me 
(concluded Deputy Dresher) for not having brought in a resolution, and lagree 
that action should be also taken against these who are guilty of shooting, 
because they allowed themselves to be carried away by passion. 

Deputy Professor Dembinsky (Constitutional group) declar.d that he did 
not want to take upon himself the responsibility for what bad occurred at Pinsk 
and would therefore not voie for any motion. He would be very much pleased, 
if the Commission came to an agreement, but this seemed to be impossible after 
the declarations of Deputy Dresher. He, too, found the fact communicated by 
Deputy Shipper very characteristic, namely that for a whole month no reprisals 
were taken against the Jews. Unusual things must have occurred, if Major 
Letshinsky found himself bound to act as he did, and he must have formed his 
convictions on real facts. One could not therefore say that all the people shot 
were innocent. M. Dembinsky begged M. Prilutsky not to compare Slotzt aw 
with Pinsk, because what took place at Slotzhew was terrible and much worse 
than what occurred at Pinsk. But one thing was very important and sbdéuld 
not be forgotten, viz., that at Pinsk there was no inquiry before the terrible 
deed had been committed. That was a truth that should not be passed over 
in silence. 

The sitting was then adjourned. 


COURTS MARTIAL FOR POGROMISTS. 


Writing from Warsaw on the 8th inst., the Special Correspondent of the 

Morning Post, states :— 
_ Poland has just taken a step of the utmost consequence in connection with 
the Jewish difficulty in this country. At the instance of M. Pacerewski, there 
have been established at more than forty points what will be known as courts- 
martial, whose function will be to try within twenty-four hours of arrest all 
persons accused of offences of any sort against Jews, and to pass judgment and 
sentence on those found guilty. The character of the sentences which may be 
imposed will bé entirely within the discretion of these courts, the jurisdiction 
of which will extend over both civil and military persons. 

The fundamental notion is to impress the population with the fact that the 
Polish Government intends to mete out summary justice in the case of any 
manifestation of hostility to Jews, and if the scheme works, as it is hoped it will, 
there should be an immediate end to the beard-cutting, curl-cuitirg. and other 
forms of anti-Jewish outrages which have taken place here, 

The esiablishment of these courts goes directly to remove what has been 
one of the prime difficulties of the Jewish situation here. As bas long been 
known, it was one of the leading principles of both the German and Russian 
policy in Central Europe before the war to keepalive racial animosities. How- 
ever, broadly speaking, both Germany and Russia took pains to see that anti- 
Jewish feeling did not go too far. The auibority of both Governmenis was, 
after all, used to protect the Jew in his life and limb. But with the collapse of

GENERAL ALLENBY AND THE JUDEANS. 

In connection with the Distinguished Service Order recently gazetted as 
conferred on Lieut. A. Aaronson, we are informed that the Commander-in- 
Chief, Sir E. Allenby, personally decorated Lieut. Aaronson with the ribbon. 
The ceremony took place at Haifa, at the base of Mount Carmel. The 40th 
(Palestinian) Batt. R.F. were specially paraded and formed in a hollow square. 
On the acrival of the Commander-in-Chief he was given the “ General Salute.” 
The act of gallantry was then read out and Lieut. Aaronson was summoned to 
the General who pinned on the ribbon and shook bands with him. General 
Allenby then inspected the battalion which afterwards marched past him and 
returned tocamp. The Commander-in-Chief spoke highly of the men’s good 
conduct and the fine and soldierly appearance of the battalion, which is com- 
posed chiefly of m®n enlisted in Palestine and of Russian Jews enlisted in the 
United States of America. 

General Allenby subsequently attended a concert given by the 40th Batt. 
R.F. to the crew of H.M.S. “ Temeraire,” a feature of which was the fine 
singing of Ptes. Brodsky and Beresin, who came by kind permission of the 
Officer Commanding the 39th Batt. R.F. After the concert, the naval party 
were entertained by the 40th Batt. Fusiliers, and later in the week a large party 
of the Palestinians were taken over the “ Temeraire,” and thoroughly enjoyed 
the visit. 

A concert in aid of the Haifa Relief Fund was also given by the 40th Batt. 
R.F., which was largely attended by the staff at General Headquarters and by 
the leading local innabitants, Muslims, Christians, and Jews. ?30 was realised 
for the Fund. 


QUESTION IN PARLIAMENT, 


In the House of Commons on Tuesday, Capt. OrMSBY GORE 
(Stafford C.U.) asked the War Secretary whether the status 
of the Jewish battalions of the Royal Fusiliers now in Palestine 
has yet been decided; whether they are for general service or 
only for service in Palestine; whether 400 Jewish soldiers enlisted in the 
United States of America in these battalions will be allowed local 
demobilisation as they request instead of repatriation to America; and 
what are the rules regarding the local demobilisation of Jewish soldiers 
now in Palestine. 

Mr. FORSTER, who replied, said the whole matter was under con- 
sideration, and it was hoped to arrive at a decision very shortly.

A WESTCLIFF JEW’S WAR RECORD. 


A fine record during the war was that of Pte. Joseph Cornrich, of the 
United States Army. The son of Mr. and Mrs. A. R. Cornrich, of Ditton 
Court Road, Westcliff, he left that town in 1907 to make an extended tour of 
the world. He has now returned to his old home with practically 
every honour that could be won in battle by a soldier of the United 
States Army, which he joined early in 1917, being then resideat in America. 
He had previously been with General Pershing in the Mexican campaign aad won 
the Mexican.ribbon. From the time that he landed in France in July, 
1917, Pte. Cornrich distigguished himself in many a battleyeand by his 
fine courage he greatly heartened those around him. During the greater part 
of his service with the American Brigade he was responsible for the proper 
maintenance of communications, and, as his Colonel said, he was always ready 
to do anything. On one occasion he knocked out four German machine guns 
with their gunners, and he could always be relied upon to take his signalling 
pigeons with him right up to the front. In the St. Mihiel drive last 
October, these pigeons saved his regiment. During a particularly heavy barrage 

_from both the French and the Germans, Pte. Cornrich volanteered for service 
with the French Ambulance Corps, and for forty-eight hours he went back wards 
and forwards to succour the wounded. He nearly lost his life owing to the 
treachery of aGerman. During one of the lulls in the fighting he came upon a 
German officer lying on the ground. This officer was slightly wounded, and, 
speaking in English, he begged for food and drink, saying that he had been lying 
there unattended, hungry, and thirsty, for two or three days. Not two hundred 
yards away a field kitchen had stopped, and to this Private Cornrich made his 
way to get that for which the wounded enemy begged. He had hardly turned 
his back when the German officer—he was a colonel, and wore the Iron Cross— 
opened fire on him with his automatic. Treachery brought a swift punishment 
in France, and, as Private Cornrich had a Colt, he did not find it necessary to 
bring the food and drink which the man said he needed. 

This gallant soldier refused all offers of promotion, but several honours 
were bestowed upon him. He was mentioned three times, in despatches, and 
was awarded the American Distinguished Service Cross with three stars, and the 
French Croix de Guerre, Service Medal, and Ambulance Cross.

THE ANTI ALIEN POLICY.

THE wild spirit of fary engendered by the war, and the selfish eagerness 
to make profits and secure power at the expense of the peace of the world and 
the welfare and reputation of England, have found their natural outcome in the 
Anti-Alien Bill. Perhaps very few of those who allow themselves to be blinded 
by these feelings have ever seriously studied the previous attempts to carry out 
the policy of this Bill at earlier stages of our bistory, i 

No doubt the anti-Jewish fury which culminated in the riots of Richard 
the First's accession, and produced ultimately the expalsion of the Jews by 
Edward I., was due to a complicated feeling which is less prevalent now than 
in the twelfth and thirteenth centuries; and the anti-Lombard and anti-Flemish 
outburst which accompanied the Wat Tyler rising was caused by that 

ycombination of aristocratic jealousy of the growing power of merchants with 
the confused mob hatred of foreigners and wealthy money makers. That was 
natural to the stage of our history when the old feudal nobles felt the first 
blows at their military power, and when the workmen began to dream of bolder 
assertion of their claims against the employers, whom the Black Death had 
deprived of so many dependents. Yet it is worth while to remember those early 
anti-alien movemeais as a proof of the depths of that prejudice which has so 
often reappeared, and of the mischief which it has always produced. 

It is, however, in the reign of Elizabeth that one obtains the first clear 
view of the rival policies, founded, the one on wide sympathy and sagacious 
insight into the needs of the country, and the other on blind national and 
commercial prejudice. There had indeed been a slight prelude to this struggle 
in the reign of Edward VI., when some English workmen had threatened to kill 
the foreign workmen for overcrowding the kingdom, and when Latimer had pointed 
out the gain to national prosper.ty from the arrival in this country of skilled. 
foreign workmen. But the Spanish persecutions of the Flemings in Elizabeth's 
reign seem to have first forced on the Government the necessity of setting forth 
clearly the advantages to the Community of these foreign settlers. 

The sea-coast towns, especially on the South-East, were ready to respond 
to the Queen's appeal; and the old decayed town of Sandwich revived under 
the influence of the newcomers, who introduced the first windmills into that 
antiquated corner of the world, as well.-as the pottery and fthanu- 
facture of delf, and a new style of gardening. In Rye, similar improve- 
ments began to flourish, and the Flemings also founded a free school in South- 
wark, Of course, the alarm at the arrival of the foreigner soon began to show 
itself, and the riots in London so much alarmed some members of the House 
of Commons that a Bill was brought in to hinder foreigners from trading. 
But Sir William Cecil (afterwards Lord Burleigh) rallied the wise members of 
the House and threw out the Bill. A still more notable experience was that of 
the citizens of Norwich. There the local guilds bad stirred up such a feeling 
against the refugees that they fled from the town. Very soon the trade of 
Norwich began to fall into decay, and in 1654 a deputation of citizens waited 
on the Duke of Norfolk to ask him to secure for them the help of Flemish 
workmen to restore the unfortunate town to the prosperity of which the folly 
of its citizens had deprived it. A number.of new trades were then introduced 
into the town, and, as in Sandwich, improved methods of gardening were 
established. 

Remembering the services done by the most famous of the Cecils to the 
cause of the refugees, it is mot uninteresting to recall the fact that Hatfield 
Chase was drained on methods introduced by Flemish workmen. 

The immigration of the Huguenots, fitting in with the time of our own 
struggles in the cause of Protestantism, naturally failed to provoke so much of 
short-sighted prejudice as had been called out by the Flemish immigration, Yet, 
even in their case, the ridicule poured on them by the rowdies of Bartholomew 
Fair shows that the anti-alien prejudice bad not died out. Perhaps the names . 
of Denis Papin, one of the early planners of the siéam engine, and of Dr, 
Desaguliers, demonstrator of hydrostatics and optics for the Royal Society 
are now forgotten; but there must be many who remember that the services 
contributed by the Martineaus to philosophy and political economy, and by the 
Romillys and Lefevres to poltical and social progress, are traceable to the 
influences of Huguenots ancestors. 

The Arménian immigration after Abdul Hamid’s massacres is within the 
memory of most of my readers; and, as a member of the Committee which 
established a temporary home of refuge for them in Hampstead, I can testify 
both to the anti-alien prejudices called out by their arrival, and to the useful 
work done by many of them in connection with two, at least, of what were then 
new industries in this country. Both the telephonists and the bicycle makers 
found Armenian work specially useful, and thecry raised against them of dangerous 
uncleanliness was silenced by the help of my old friend, Dr, Gwynne, then 
medical officer of Hampstead, who testified to the sufficiency of the arrange- 
ments for cleanliness made by the Committee. 

The anti-Jewish scare which followed the immigration caused by the 
Russian pogroms was met by a valuable pamphlet written by Mr. Lewis show- 
ing the actual services to the trade done by the Jews; end the fear of an 
increase of poor-rate merely showed an ignorance of the admirable voluntary 
Board of Guardians, by which the rich Jews help their poorer kinsfotk ; and 
these methods are well-known to many non-Jewish. Englishmen like myself, 
who have worked with much satisfaction with Jews like the late Mr. Mocatta 
and the still living Rabbi Green of Hampstead, I cannot forbear to add the 
answer of a house-owner who was asked why he so often let his houses to poor 
Jews. “ Because,” be answered, “ they doa't drink, they don’t beat their wives, 
and they pay their rent,” 

But, it will be said, none of these people committed the crimes which are 
charged against the Germans. And to how many of these Germans now settled 
in England have the.crimes of their Government been brought home? What 
crime had those unfortunate waiters committed, who were driven out wholesale 
from the West End restaurants at the beginuing of the war? What crime had 
a poor old woman committed who was frightened to death by an English mob 
in Kentish Town? And these wild feelings were deliberately encouraged by 
wealthier and (nominally) educated people. A poor woman in the East End | 
was found in great distress because a fine lady had told her that it was her duty.

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A Sermon for the Week.

THE TEN COMMANDMENTS,—III. 


“Thou shat not bow down thyself to them nor serve them, for 1, the Lord thy G 
am a jeatous God. visiting ‘he iniquity of ihe fathers u on the niiaven unto the thir 
ad fourth gen ration of them that hate and shewinz mercy uni» thousands of them 
that love me and my commandments.” —Deut ronemy-w., 9, 19. 

There is nothing that the human mind demands more persistently for itself 
than justice, and nothing that it resents more strongly than injustice. This 
sense of justife, which is inherent in every individual, manifests itself, 
where the moral sentiment is healthy, in a willingness, nay more a desire, 
to accept the responsibility of one’s deeds and pay the penalty of one’s 
misdeeds. A child who has done that which he knew to be wrong 
may for a time try to hide his wrong-doimg and escape punishment, 
But if he have a healthy conscience, the terror of being found out will give way 
sooner or later to the need of confession, and the submitting himself to the 
needful punishment will be an actual relief to him, He feels himself free 
again, his sense of justice has been justified, and his inner rectitude has been 
restored It is good for us if we keep this feeling long after we have left 
childhood behind. With too many, unfortunately, the habit of living in false 
relationships with their fellow-men creates such moral obliquity that their sense 
of justice grows one-sided.. They no longer desire to give justice, or receive it, 
but are nevertheless resolute that they will not have injustice done to them, 
But even those who, after a long course of wrong-doing, bave ceased to 
consider the abstract morality of an action, and ponder only their chances of 
being found out and punished, even .those, much as they may rage and 
fume. when retribution overtakes them, must, in ther own. hearts, 
admit, the righteousness of the decree.. So long as men are able to see the 
meaning of any punishment.that is meted out to them, so long as they are 
compelled by a knowledge of their own shortcomings to admit the justice of it, 
their quarrel is with themselves only—if they are righteous because of their 
lapse from virtue, if unrighteous, because they have not sufficiently guarded 
against detection, , But let a man, righteous or unrighteous, be punished for a 
crime be has not committed, how his sense of justice is outraged! What 
burning resentment springs up within him against those who inflict it upon him! 
His quarrel is with his fellow-men, with all the world, if it condemn him, 
innocent, to suffer with the guilty. And though the odds against him may be 
enormous, it is not a hopeless siruggle. It means much suffering to the rebel ; 
it may mean, so far as he personally is concerned, the spending of his strength 
for nought. Yet it is just in that way that the world’s progress goes on. 
There is nothing in the nature of things which decrees that a law shall be so 
and not otherwise, Of all the 

LAWS FRAMED BY MAN, 
one thing only may be safely predicted, that by man they will be changed, 
The laws which are framed by any nation may be good, but they cannot stand 
dor ever. They are the embodiment of that nation’s conception of justice. 
But that conception must become larger as the nation's mind and heart grow 
greater, It must become more finely pointed as our civilisation, growing ever 
more complex, demands finer distinctions and more minute adjustment of the 
relation between man and man. If we knew justice in the abstract, then the 
work of our law-makers would be. comparatively easy ; all their task would be 
to apply their knowledge to the concrete. But we cannot know absolute justice ; 
therefore we should be content if our changing lawsare steps ever leading upwards 
to our ideal of perfectly just relationship. But there are other greater laws than 
these—laws which do not denote the progress of time, but stand through time the 
representatives of the eternal, remain, amid a world of change the symbols of the 
unchangeable, working themselves out unerringly and unpityingly. Of such a 
type is the law stated in our text:—" The sins of the fathers shall be visited 
upon the children unto the third and. fourth generation.” Surely to rebel 
against such a jaw is only to invoke despair. Yet so powerful is man's thirst 
for justice, so s rong is his sense of what is due to bim a$ an individual—tbat 
sense which is his dignity and bis weakness, too—that even the utter hopeless- 
ness and madness of it does not deter him from entering on that bitterest 
struggle of all, the quarrel of a soul with its God. 
THE LAW OF HEREDITY 

as one which is filling a larger and larger space in the science and thought of 
our day. Its influence is traced in our physical organism, in our mental 
endowments, and in our moral power. Medical men recognise it in all its 
varying degrees, from the mere predisposition in a constitution to certain 
diseases, even where the seed is not actually latent, to the last fruit of 
corrupt lives, the mass of disease Gistorted out of a!! resembiance to a human 
being, which no eye, save that of a scientist who sees in it the possibility of test- 
ing some of his theories, can contemplate except with sickening horror. Men 
who have made mental diseases their special study tell us that our work, worry, 
violent grief or pain, all these and the many kindred ills which tend to induce 
madness, are not to be reckoned for number against the cases in which the 
influence of heredity can be clearly traced. And putting aside these cases of 
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to her country to give up dealing with a German baker, from whom the poor 
woman had received much kindness, and whom she had found honest and 
straightforward in bis dealings, 

For that same helpfulness, which our ancestors found in the earlier 
refugees, has been found in the Germans settled in England. A South-German 
gentleman, who had lived for many years in England, was willing at the 
beginning of the war, not only to act as a volunteer constable, but to supply 
the funds for our local force. Our patriots were willing enough to accept his 
money, but they found it convenient soon to raise the cry of the dangerous 
alien against him, and though Mr. Runciman succeeded in suppressing the 
mischief maker in the House of Commons, a local mischief maker who had 
gained undue influence in his*heighbourhood, succeeded in making the place so 
uncomfortable for our friend that he was forced to resign his position, 
Nor, as we have recently seen, is the anti-alien intrigue confined to attacks on 
Germans and Austrians. Just as we were as willing to starve Bohemians and 
Poles as we were to destroy German women and children, so we imprison 
Russians; and in an early stage of the war we fined unfortunate Armenians as 
aliens. No doubt our profiteers will increase their ill-gotten gains by the 
expulsion of the aliens, and our eloquent Prime Minister will for some little 
time increase his popularity among self-seekers and ignorant panic-mongers 
but let us at least admit at last that ours has been a war tending to perpetuate 
war, and that, like Sir Douglas Haig, we are looking forward to the next war 

sowiog the seed which will produce the next evil crop,

what we may.call accidental insanity, and considering only the hereditary, we 
find always that the progenitor of it was sin. But not only do the sins of our 
fathers descend upon us in suffering of body, or in varying peculiarities of 
mind, they find us out in our moral nature as well, m a predisposition 
to like sins as our forefathers sinned, in a weakness of our will before 
certain temptations, The harking back to old types that, is called 
degeneration, the atavism that sometimes appals our civilisation, the suddesg 
lapse of mora! sense that results in crime that seems foreiga to the character 
and spirit of the one who has committed it—all these are but different mani- 
festations of the same law. It is an appalling thing. It wakes within us acew 
fear of our fellows, a new dread of ourselves. It is as if wesaw a man, courtly 
and refined in manners, nobie in his morality and aspiration, and suddenly-~ 
under stress of some strong passion, or by some accident we did not understand 
—all these fell off him like a garment, and the savage of centuries back 
confronted us with bestial selfishness, and greed, and lust imprinted on his face, 
and the savage spirit of evil for evil, blood for blood, gleaming within his eyes, 


But there is 
ANOTHER SIDE TO THE LAW, ; 

The second part of our text proclaims it to us—“showing mercy unte 
thousands of them that love Me and keep My commandments.” The text 
is apt to call up before our mental vision two distinct classes of people 
those who suffer for the sins of their fathers, and the thousands of happy 
generations who inherit their merits. But when we look at it closely 
we see there is no such actual division, These are two extremes between which 
all men are comprelvended. The same individual who, according to their law, 
suffers the penalty of the sins of his fathers, may also be one of those to whom 
God's mercy is promised in rich abundance. Further, as there is not one, nor 
ever has been, who is wholly evil or wholly good, it follows that there is not 
one who does not suffer in some degree from the sins of those now dead, but 


also there is not one to whom the heritage of God's mercy is not bequeathed © 


from some progenitor who has won it for us by loving God and keeping His 
Commandments. The sins are visited unto the third and fourth generation; 
God's mercy extends unto a thousand generations, What a wealth of meaning 
and truth is hidden there? It means that ev: in the end is overcome by good. 
Evil bas two ends, and two only that are possible to it. One is that it shall be 
overcome by good, and by being so its history becomes merged ia that of good, 
and its ex'stence as evil is ended; the other is that it shall. persist until it die. 
The inevitable tendency of evil is toward self-destruction Evil, repeated 
and repeated, does not gain strength and power by every repetition. For atime 
it does, but by-and-by at every repetition if becomes weaker; each reproduc- 
tion of itself means a fresh drain upon a vital power that has no perennial fount 
of life to draw upon, so that it becomes exhausted... “ The sims of the fathers 
are visited upon.the children unto the third and fourth generation.of them that 
hate me”—that is truth. Yes, thesurface of trath, The mercy of God is,unte 
a thousand generations—that is truth ; yes, fundamental truth, the truth of our 
life, the secret of our nature, the source of our undying hope. And that¢ruth 
we find everywhere. If we examine our store of experience and observation we 
find it written, there. We see evil cut off from the good to which it clings, 
hurling itself in headlong flight down to everlasting nothingness. We seegood, 
following the law of its nature, climbing with slow, sure step the heights of 
heaven, Above good and evil stands the divine promise: “I will show mercy 


unto a thousand generations of them that love me and keep my command-

Sir Edward Russell. 


By A JEWISH FRIEND. 


Tue conferment of a peerage upon Sir Edward Russell, the doyen of the 
Press of Britain, possesses a happy interest for Jewry, for no Christian citizea 
of leading, in an English City, has surpassed the new Peer in manifest 
sympathy with the Jewish Community, and in encoutaging confidence in the 
revival of Jewish nationhood, Editor for a record number of years of one of 
the principal newspapers in the country, its leading columns bave frequently 
dealt with matters of Jewish interest, and those who knew the literary style of 
Sir Edward Russeil—pure literature in every sentence—found no difficulty ia 
ascribing most of the articles to his deft hand. But even more directly Sir 
Edward has contributed to the library of Angio-Jewish literature by 
addresses specifically dealing with Jewry. Sir Edward took up with 
enthusiasm the renascence of local Jewish literary effort which was 
signalised by thé reconstitution of the Liverpool Jewish Literary Socie y. 
His first address to that Society was, “ The Right Use of Sacred Literature,” 
since further reprinted in his iatest volume of essays. The theme of this 
brilliant piece of work is the ever fresh message of the Hebraic element in the 
scheme of human life, In a prefatory note, Sir Edward observes that his 
address is based on the dictum of the great Master of Balliol, “In every chapter 
we must ask the question not what he meant or imagined, but what applica- 
tion of his words is possible,” and applies the dictum to the Psalms. To all 
who read it the essay is an inspiration—ito most in Anglo-Jewry, a revelation, 
It is a Christian message of gratitude for the reception by Christendom of the 
spiritual ideas of Judaism—and a delicate message to Jewry to “ know itself.” 
There followed “Ideals under Trial.” It isagain a message from the Christian 
to the Jew recalling the fundamental Hebraism to which modern civilisation 
is eternally indebted, and again a message to the Jew to be proud 
of all that for which he should stand. In “Jewish Ideals in Practice,” 
his latest address, Sir Edward said boldly that “he did not like a 
Jew who was non-Jewish,” and “approved the behaviour of Jews as a Com- 
munity within a Community.” “To one man his race was an accident; to 
another it wasa passion. . . . We knew as a general rule from which type 
to —_ worth, The man who felt his race, felt that it impelled him to do it 
credit. 

Sir Edward's attitude to Zionist principles and aims was eloquently 
expressed in a speech given by him at a dinner at which he presided, and at 
which the son of his old friend, the late B. L. Benas, J.P., was the guest, on 
the occasion of the first anniversary of the Declaration of H.M. Government in 
favour of the establishment in Palestine of a National Home for the Jewish 
People. Therein Sir Edward. observed that “the Declaration was an event 
which bad brought together Christians and Jews, and persons of all creeds 
and faiths in a united sentiment of brotherliness and appreciation, and of high 
approval of all that was excellent in the management of the world.” 

It need only be added that the great journal with which Sir Edward 
Russell's name is permanently associated, has given the fullest support to the 
cause of Jewish Nationalism, and expressed itself in fullest sympathy with 
Zionist aimsand efforts. Sir Edward's charming personality, has endeared him 
to the large numbers of Liverpool Jewry that have heard him repeatedly at 
Jewish gatherings; and that the sentiment is reciprocated could be gleaned 
from Sir Edward Russell's speech at the Dinner above mentioned, when he 
observed that in some of his Addresses “he had spoken pretty plainly, but at 
all of them he had the most attentive, gratifying and kindly audiences,” Lady 
Russell, who has graced by her presence all the Jewish assemblies at which 
the venerable Peer has spoken, will assuredly share in the greetings from local 
Jewry. Sir Edward has just celebrated his eighty-fifth birthday, May Sir 
Edward and Lady Russell celebrate many happy returns of their elevation to

Strong Pulpit Protest. 


Raps: Harris Coven, in the course of a sermon in the Brighton Syna- 
gogue on Sabbath last, said that the conferment of a knighthood on this 
renegade, was an outrage on the Jewish Community, He could not believe that 
the outrage was intentional. His Majesty the King—the personification of 
agen and humanity—would not knowingly wound the feelings of any section of 

is loyal subjects, and his advisers, who had but yesterday bestowed the greatest 
boon upon us, would not, knowing the true life and work of this man, recom- 
mend him to royal favour. It is obvious that a mistake had been made by 
someone, and it is for us in every pulpit and on every platform to raise the voice 
of protest. It is for us to declare that the recipient of the honour has not been 
a benefactor to the Jews in Russia, that, on the contrary, asa missionary among 
the Jews he has sown discord and rent families asunder. We have a right to 
cry shame at this scandal. 


“The Prostitution of Honours.” 
Truth, in its issue of last Wednesday, says :— 


I humbly suggest that for the sake of his Majesty, and in the best 
interests of the Royal House generally, the King’s personal responsibility 
for Birthday Honours Lists and all similar dispensations of titles and 
decorations should be disclaimed publicly once and for all. I make this 
suggestion in view of the appearance in the last list of the name of Mr, 
Leon Levison as one of the Birthday Knights. 

Whatever honour this may be to Mr. Levision, it is none to anybody 
else concerned. Mr. Levison is knighted, says the official announcement, 
for bis work in connection with the Russian Jews' Relief Fund. This 
simply means that during the war he bas collected and disbursed money 
for this object. The operation is open to somé criticism, which has 
appeared lately in the columns of Truth, but there is no occasion to go 
into that again, The essential fact is that Mr. Levison is a professional 
charity-monger. A knighthood or any such honour purporting to be 
conferred by the King is a valuable asset to any one engaged in this kind 
of business, and I protest against the prostitution of such bonours to such 
uses. Whether it is any additional objection to Mr. Levison’s selection 
for this distinction that he is aconverted Jew, and that his officious 
labours on behalf of the unconverted are consequently most offensive to the 
Jewish Community, is a matter which, I presume, the advisers of His 
Majesty have considered, and decided, rightly or otherwise, to disregard. 

In the judgment of anyone who knows the facts—and they have been 
pretty freely published—a job of this character must make a Birthday 
Honours List a thing of scorn and derision. It must almost damp the 
pride and satisfaction of other recipients of the Royal favour to find them- 
selves in such company. There have been scandals enough of old standing 
in the dispensation of “ honours,’’ but Mr. Lloyd George, by his harum- 
scarum way Of transacting business, bas magnified and intensified them till 
they have become intolerable. If they cannot be stopped, at least let the 
King’s name be dissociated from them. Let us have the next list ona 
Lloyd George Birthday, not King George's. 


“ A Disgrace to the Honours List.” 


Under the above heading, John Bull asks: 

Why was he Knighted? We know the artful official description. 
* Leon Levison,” the Gazette informs us, “ worked in connection with the 
Russian Jews’ Relief Fund.” That is not a true statement; it cannot be 
the real reason. We challenge the person who recommended 
Leon Levison for a Knighthood to say that our criticisms and those 
in the Scotsman and in Truth concerning this person and his 
fellow “organiser,” Bailie F. J. Robertson, were ever brought to the 
notice of His Majesty. When the King is asked to single out a man 
for special distinction, bis advisers are doing him a grave disservice 
if they withhold the full record of the recipient. And what makes this 
case particularly bad is that the Sovereign has been jockeyed into bestow- 
ing an honour for the very thing which should have led to it being with- 
held. It cannot be pleaded that the conduct which led to public criticism 
was in the dim past; that it is unfair to rake- up a man’s long-forgotten 
record. Only last May Levison and Robertson were pilloried in John Bull 
for their gross inefficiency in collecting for the Russian Jews’ Relief Fund 
and the Palestine Jews’ Relief Fund, 


After quoting its observations concerning the work of Levison and his 
friends on the fund, John Bull proceeds: 

Of course these wasteful persons tried to make out a case for them- 
selves, and Levison pretended that the Jewish feeling against him—a 
pervert, or a convert, to Christianity—was in the nature of a vendetta, that 
increased expenditure would not have been ineurred if the movement bad 
been carried out “ unmolesied.” It appears that Levison's “contact with 
philosophic ideas drove him to embrace Christianity and reject Judaism,” 
and this meant family ostracism. Nevertheless, when war broke 
out, he started this Russian Relief Fund. Now it need not 
be said that John Bull knows nothing of religious bitterness or 
sectarian backbiting. We care not whether a man be a Jew or a Hotten- 
tot. But what we do say is that the pockets of the charitable should not 
be filched for the meeting of administrative expenses, and that a little less 
philosophy and a few more sound business ideas would better serve those 
who exploit the kind hearts of the British people. When for every {1 
subscribed 9s. goes in expenses, as a West of Scotland subscriber wrote at 
the time, some explanation is necessary. Now we may admire the ex-Jew 
who wanted to help his erstwhile religionists, but there were other funds 
doing éxactly what Levison was affecting to do; and so far as Levison’s 
Palestine Fund is concerned, not only was it never wanted—the money 
subscribed could not be got rid of except in the way of expenses. As we 
stated three months ago, the money had to be spent somehow—that is, 
what was left after the grossly extravagant expenditure—and it was handed 
over to the Foreign Office. 

Leon Levison ought to think himself lucky that he got out of this 
miserable muddle with nothing worse attaching to his name than the discredit 
which follows the wasteful and incompetent handling of public money, 
adds John Bull. It is common knowledge that under the guise of war 
charities the public bave been most disgracefully exploited. But we say 
unbesitatingly that the revelations in the case of Levison and Robertson 
make up a story of culpable incompetence. Thousands of good citizens 
have done splendid work—their war record stands as an endurable monu- 
ment of British patriotism and munificence. They have neither asked nor 
sought any reward but the guerdon of a clean conscience and duty well done, 
And yet they are compelled.to look on and see a person like Leon Levison 
singled out for honour by the King, raised above his fellows—not for what 
he did well, but for what he did lamentably ill; for having erected a 
monument of discredit in the name of the Jews of Russia, for having 
shown gross incompetence in dealing with public funds. Some day, we 
hope, His Majesty will bring to book those who discredit the Royal favour

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The “Morning Post” Attacks, 
* Where are our Leaders”?

S1r,—I have read with keen interest, week by week, the excellent articles 
in the JEWisH CHRONICLE Ccesigned to meet the infamous aitacks on Jews that 
have, for some time past, disgraced the pages of the Morning Post. May | 
say that the grateful thanks of Jews all over the country are due to you for the 
brilliant way you have countered the aspersions this newspaper has seen {fit to 
cast at our people. 

At a time when peoples of all races and creeds should join together to bury 
the prejudices of the past, and help to bring into being the new era of peace 
and happiness, this journal, which occupies a high position among British 
newspapers, pillories the Jew and brands him a traitor and a spy. 

We had hoped that the mutual sacrifices of Jew and Gentile during the 
blood-red years that have just gone, would have tended to remove those sense- 
less hatreds that at one time disfigured the past; but the Morning Post, witha 
mentality difficult to understand, resolutely closes its mind to any belief except 
that the Jew is a person to be suspected and to beware of, It is possessed with 
an ineradicable anti-Semitism that refuses to see in the Jew aught but vice, 

The Jew regards this attitude on the part of a responsible organ with 
sorrow, not with anger, and in normal times no doubt would leave the verdict 
as to the truth or falsity of the Morning Post articles with the sane British 
But the times we now live in are not normal, The nerves of the 
people are still jangled and out of tune. Though there is evidence of a return- 
ing sanity, the terrible fears and unspeakable horrors of the war have not yet 
wholly lost their influence. The aititude of the people is still being guided by 
war cries and war prejudices, and not the least of them is the fear of the alies. 
It is this which makes the Morning Post articles so dangerous. The mischief 
they may beget may be incalculable. It is conceivable that they may well prove 
to be the spark to explode the anti-Semite powder accumulated during the war, 

In my view the time has come when the Jews of the country should, in na 
uncertain voice, protest against this unspeakable Thing. This infamous propa- 
ganda must be ended. Your gallant efforts in the cause of our people must 
receive the support it deserves. United Jewry must demand that the ioflam- 
matory stuff of the Morning Post must be damped. 

Where are our leaders? Do they not see that if this hateful thing is per- 
mitted to flourish it may strike at the very foundation of our liberty ? 

We have powerful organisations, we have Jewish members of Parliament 
both in the Commons and im the “ Other Place,” Here is work and noble work 
for them to do.

[*.* Our correspondent, when—in reference to the attacks upon Jews by 
the Morning Post—he exclaims “ Where are our Leaders?” asks, it 
seems to us, what, in normal circumstances, would be a most feason- 
able question. Because it is surely the duty of those who purport 
to lead the Community to help defend it when such assaults are 
made upon its honour and good name. Unhappily, however, by an 
act of imponderable folly or incalculable treacherousness, several 
of those occupying leading positions in Anglo-Jewry—e.g., Mr. 
Lionel de Rothschild as President of the United Synagogue, 
Lord Swaythling as President of the Federation of Syna- 
gogues, Mr. Claude G. Montefiore as President of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association—were lured into signing that letter 
to the Morning Post which gave the cachet of their approval to that 
paper’s anti-Jewish policy. There was, it is supposed, an agree- 
ment, actual or implied, that in exchange for their signatures the

Whether the “ten of our most distinguished 
Jews” care, or not, what attitude the Morning Post adopts to tens of 
thousands of our less distinguished, but equally considerable, Jews is 
beside the question. The point is that so long ae the Morning Post 
observes its part of the bargain their mouth is sealed, whatever 
attacks it may make upon other Jews, Happily, Sir Stuart Samuel, 
as President of the Deputies of British Jews, with his colleagues on | 
that body, have succeeded in keeping free from the Morning Post 
entanglement, although they were nearly entrapped by the net so 
defily and disingenuously laid for them by one of the signatories 
to the Morning Post letter.

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OBITUARY. 


MR. FREDERICK BARNETT (Liverpool). 


By the demise of Frederick Barnett, at the ripe age of 81, the Hope Place 
Synagogue, Liverpool, sustained a great loss—it lost the last link that bound it 
with a past and gone generation. Mr. Barnett was the oldest member of the 
synagogue and with his death a very important chapter in the history of the 
Congregation has closed. He occupied his seat in the synagogue for over half 
a century, practically never missing a service. He was a past President and 
displayed the liveliest interest in the affairs of the synagogue, always ready to 
take the lead in every effort to enhance the prestige of the congregation. 
Under his chairmanship the Hope Place Synagogue Russo-Jews’ Relief Com- 
mittee collected over 41,600. The Institution with which his very life was 
bound up was the Liverpool Shechita Board. To its administration he devoted 
the whole of his energy. Himself a strict observer of the Dietary Laws, he 
gave years of untiring zeal for the promotion of Kashruth. He was really 
never out of office in the Board. In a large measure the Board owes to him its 
existence. He gave Liverpool a Rav. He recognised the need and importance 
of the Rabbinic office, and worked zealously for its maintenance. He held 
office and was a member of many a Committee within and without the com- 
munity, and whether it was the Sheltering Home or the Baths Commiitee he 
served it well, with heart and soul. Mr. Barnett also held high rank in Free- 
masonry, and was a P.P.G.D. The Masonic fraternity was largely repre- 
sented at the funeral. 


Mr. Raper’s Questions. 


From Mr. A. BALDWIN RAPER, M.P., House of Commons, S.W. 
[To THE EpirTor.] , 

Sir,—My attention has been drawn to the fact that ceriain questions 
recently asked by me in the House of Commons with regard to the leadership 
of the Bolshevist Movement in Russia have given rise in some quarters to the 
impression that my object is to arouse prejudice against the Jewish Com- 
munity. May I most emphatically state that nothing was further from my 
intention? Iam not in any way associated with any anti-Semitic movement, 
and I am proud to number among my personal friends many members of the 
Jewish religion. 

The real object underlying my questions was to make it clear to the British 
public that the Bolshevist Government in Russia cannot by any stretch of 
imagination be cohsidered a national one. The ringleaders of this sinister plot 
against civilisation and democracy are for the most part international Jews of 
doubtful antecedents, whose methods and aims are undoubtedly as repugnant 
to the Jewish Community of this country, and even to all decent Jews in 
Russia, as to anyone else. I attack them, and shall continue to attack them, 
not because they are Jews, but because they are alien parasites, driving a great 
country of untold potentialities to disaster, against the wishes of the most sane 
and democratic elements, and because, as an Englishman, I am desirous of 
combating their ondoubted attempts to extend their power to this country. I 
consider that the people of this country only need to be acquainted with the 
real facts in order to obviate any danger of their being gulled by subtle 
propagandists who depict Bolshevism as democracy’s Utopia.

DR. WEIZMANN ON THE PRESENT POSITION. 


RENEWED ASSURANCES BY THE GOVERNMENT. 


“WHAT IS A STATE?” 


At a special meeting of the Council of the English Zionist Federation held 
on Wednesday, at the offices of the Zionist Organisation, Dr. Weizmann made 
an important statement concerning the present position of the movement. 

Dr. WEIZMANN said that this was the first occasion since the annual 
meeting of the Federation that he had appeared before them to render an 
account of the present state of affairs in the Zionist movement, and it 
was also the first time since their appearance. before the Peace 
Conference that he was in a position to render a more or less 
public account of their affairs. If they had kept silent hitherto it was for the 
simple reason that there was really no new fact to register. They all knew that 
the labours of the Peace Conference were very involved and very protracted. 
At first all attention had been concentrated on settling the treaty with Germany. 
No other question could be usefully considered before the main object of the 
Peace Conference had been cleared out of the way. Then followed the 
settlement with Austria, not yet complete, to be followed by a settlement with 
Bulgaria, and only after all that a settlement with Tarkey. And it was daring 
the settlement of the Turkish question that the Zionist problem would arise and 
take definite shape in the form of a treaty, He quite understood

which reigned in Zionist ranks. Everybody was asking “ Whatis happening ?” 
Rumours were circulating to the effect that nothing was happening or adverse 
happenings were taking place. It was perfectly natural that at a time when the 
whole world was unsettled there should be this anxiety. He was not at al! quar- 
relling with their various critics. He did not think the criticism was unfriendly. 
In most cases he thought the Jewish Press had rightly asked questions 
and demanded a reply in the interests of the movement. But it was 
exceedingly difficult to explain to the public at large that really nothing 
new had been happening. It was only when some new fact arose 
that it was politic to make a statement to satisfy. public anxiety, 
In order to understand fully the present situation, one had to study 
it from two points of view—from the point of view of the. siate 
of affairs in Europe, and the point of view of the state of affairs in Palestine 
and the Near East. He would deal with the latter first. In the Near Easy 
things had become exceedingly unsettled in the last s:x months, They bad 
the revolt in Egyptand a very disturbed state of affairs in Syria. And, like in 
ancient times, Palestine was wedged in between two troublesome countries 
in the North and South, and however strong and definite the rule of 
Palestine was, it was bound to be influenced by what was happening 
in the bordering countries. This became still clearer if they took 
into account the fact that the economic interests and ethnic structure 
of Palestine were in some respects associated with those of Syria 
and Egypt, and it followed that whatever happened in those countries 
found a repercussion in Palestine. At present there were 600.000 
Arabs as against 60,000 Jews in Palestine, and any pan-Arabic movement would 
naturally react on the population of Palestine. This made the position c§ 
the British administration exceedingly difficult. The Arab questior was com- 
plicated by the pledge given by the British Government to the Zionists. This 
pledge was made use of by the opponents both of the Jews and of the British 
as an important weapon to agitate against both. The position of the Jews in 
Palestine became worse, and they naturally looked with 


MISGIVINGS 


on what was going on in Palestine. A contributory cause of this position was 
the delay by the Peace Conference in formulating a policy for the 
Near East. The proposed Allied Commission had_ resolved itself 
into an American Commission. They had watched every phase and 
development of affairs in Palestine, and wherever they felt that Jewish 
interests were being injured they intervened and found a favourable and 
sympathetic hearing. They felt, however, that they should not stop at this 
negative result, and they had asked the British Government to define a policy 
for Palestine, and he thought he was right in saying that the British Govern- 
ment had clearly and unequivocally informed them and the Administration 
in Palestine that the Jewish National Home was to be regarded as a 


_ fait accompli, After the Balfour Declaration this pronouncement was 


probably the most important that had been made—made under adverse circum- 
stances, made under difficulties, and made after the Government had seen and 
watched conditions in Palestine. The Declaration of November, 1917, was 
given during the war, and the British Government could not foresee what 
consequences it would have. It bad seen the consequences, it had decided to 
face them, and had reaffirmed

its declaration in such a way that the administration was required to adapt its 
local measures to making the realisation of the Jewish National Home a possi- 
bility. This was a step forward which he thought inaugurated right conditions 
in Palestine. He went on to describe the terrible conditions of pressure under 
which the movement was placed by the catastrophe which had befallen the 
Jewish people in Eastern Europe, and said they had to guard against an 
unregulated flood of emigration to Palestine. He had been asked to define his. 
conception of what the Jewish National Home would be. Some had read into 
the Balfour Declaration the immediate creation of a Jewish State. But 

“WHAT IS A STATE?” 

asked Dr. Weizmann. It was, he said, something more than a king or a 
president. A State was a political organisation in a definite territory which 
embraced all the activities of a given human society. He could positively and 
categorically say that all the conditions would be created in Palestine for 
evolving such an organisation. How were these conditions to be created? 
First of all, Palestine must not form part of Syria and Egypt but have its own 
self-contained boundaries. He declared categorically again that this condition 
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would be fulfilled. Another necessity was that the couatry should be capable of 
accommodating a large number of Jews in a reasonable time. He thought 
that the land could absorb a great nuntber of Jews provided the land [were 
freed. He explained the conditions under which vast tracts of land in Palestine 
though nominally owned were not cultivated, and legislation would be necessary 
to liberate the soil, always preserving the rights of the Arabs. The Jewish 
Organisation to be set up in Palestine would have the first refusal of public 
works, and this would enable them not only to employ large numbers of Jews 
im their construction, but also to retain them as 
NATIONAL PROPERTY, 

For every person settled on the land there could be two in the towns, and 
capital was necessary to develop industrial enterprise. He again urged the 
pecessity of caution in regard to emigration. If the land was swamped it would 
lead to a disaster which would ruin all their hopes, and they dared not court 
failure. The British Government were going to give them a chance, and it 
was for them to make the best of it and to make the Jewish National Home a 
reality. (Cheers.) 

Dr. WEIZMANN replied to various questions as to land tenure, currency, 
etc., and he denied the rumour that there had been any rupture between the 
Palestine settlers and the Zionist Organisation,

I 
admire highly the work you are carrying on in West London. We Jews are 
never so completely in our traditional réle than when we act as bearers and 
spreaders of spiritual light and learning.” 


MR. NATHAN STRAUS TO RESIDE IN PALESTINE. 
The Algemeen Handelsblad (Amsterdam) prints a message from Jerusalem 
stating that Mr. Nathan Straus, the American philanthropist, has sent instruc- 
tions by cable that a large house is to be built for him on the ground he bought 
seven years ago, as he contemplates settling in Palestine as soon as possible. 


MR. ZANGWILL ON PALESTINE PROBLEMS. 

he Indian Review for June last p:inted an interview dealing with the 
future of Palestine which Mr. Saint Nibal Singh had with Mr. Israel Zangwiill, 
Mr. Zangwili's plan for. settling the question of the custody of the sacred 
places, is that “the Hebrew Converts to Islam should be put in charge of the 
Muslim Shrines, whereas the Christian holy places should be entrusted to the 
Hebrew Converts to Christianity.” Commenting on this suggestion, 
the interviewer says: “ When the Jewish hatred for the Apostate is remembered, 
this suggestion coming from a son of Israel appears most remarkable.” Mr, 
Zangwill made it clear to the interviewer that he had no patience with men 
who were bent merely upon Imperialist-Jingoist enterprises, He would not 
have a camouflaged Jewish State. And, as to the Governorship, he asked: 
“if a Hebrew could be found to govern, from Whitehall, so large and populous 
acountry as India, why could not a Hebrew be found capable of being the 
supreme head of Jewish Palestine ?” 


MR. JUSTICE BRANDFIS ON HIS VISIT TO 
PALESTINE. 

Mr. Justice Brandeis and-members of the Commission of American Zionists 
to Palestine attended, recently, a meeting in Paris of the Committee of the 
Jewish Delegations to the Peace Conference. Keplying to the welcome 
extended to the visitors by M. Sokolow, Mr. Justice Brandeis said that, after 
having seen with his own eyes the land of the great past and of the great 
future of the Jewish nation, he was able to understand the cause of the pro-’ 
found love with which the Jewish people, as well as other peoples, bore for 
Palestine. In supporting the historic claims of the Commitee, be expressed 
the hope that the restoration of the Jewish people, in conformity with the ideals 
of Judaism, would soon become an accomplished fact. 


ROMAN CATHOLICS AND JERUSALEM. 


PARIS, 

A Rome message states that the Vatican is considering a project for the 
creation of a Biblical School at Jerusalem. 

The Pope has received in special audience Monsignor Camassei, Patriarch 
of Jerusalem, and the Jesuit Father Pernandes, director of the Pontifical 
Biblical Institute. The creation of this school is the prelude to Vatican activity 
in Jerusalem.— Central News. 


ZIONISM IN SMYRNA. 


SMYRNA [F.O.C,] 

After having been for a long while indifferent to the Zionist movement, the 
Jews in Smyrna are now manifesting a warm interest in it. May are the 
societies with Nationalist tendencies which have sprung up since the Armistice, 
but hitherto there has been no society which is purely and exelusively Zionist. 
This void has now been filled by the formation of the Shebat Zion, which is 
affiliated to the Zionist Federation of the Orient at Constantinople. The new 
Society, which already has numerous members, has just held its first general 
meeting, at which an Administrative Committee, including one lady, was 
elected. The President is M. Albert Tarica, alawyer. The new organisation 
will co-ordinate the activity of the Zionists in Smyrna and will be the medium 
for their co-operation with the Zionist bodies in other parts of the world, 


AN “INSULT TO Mustims."—The Muslim congregation in London, 
assembled for Friday prayers at 111, Campden Hi!! Road, unanimously passed 
@ resolution indignantly protesting against the Prime Minister's description of 
General Allenby’s campaign in Palestine as a crusade for Christian conquest of 
territories which have long been Muslim. That description they consider as 
an insult to our Muslim soldiers who assisted in that conquest and the Muslim 
allies whose adherence made it possible. 


ASSOCIATION OF EaST LONDON ZIONISTS.—Mr. Hooberman presided at a half- 
yearly members’ meeting on Sunday last. The Chairman explained the system 
under which the Association is carrying on its work. He said that instead of having 
many Sub-Committees there was now a strong Executive, each member of which was 
responsible for special work.

Zionist Organisation Finance: . 
A Reply to Mr. Laski. 
From Mr. BORIS GOLDBERG, Treasnrer’s Department, Zionist 


Organ!sation, 77, Great Russell Street, London, W.C. 1. 
[To THe Epiror.} 

Sir,—Before answering the specific enquiries put by Mr. Neville Laski ina 
your issue of August 15th, I should like to saya word or twoabout the question 
what may or may not be properly described as administrative expenses, I 
could have wished that Mr. Laski had attempted a definition. 1 know a 
definition is a little difficult, but had he offered one, it would have cleared away 
certain possible misunderstandings. In the accounts of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion we have used the term “ administration” to embrace machinery that must 
be maintained in London to keep the whole apparatus of Zionism going, in so 
far as that apparatus is dependent upon the London office. Administration in 
that sense cost in the accounting period, 6'8 per cent. of income, and is estimated 
at 9°3 per cent. in the Budget. Mr. Laski’s use of the word “ administration ” 
would appear to be open to the charge of being both too wide and too narrow. 
It is too wide, because it includes all sorts of expenditure outside that necessary 
for the maintenance of the London machine; it is too narrow, in thar it might 
be said, that, in one sense, every payment to a person for which an equivalent 
service is rendered by that person is an administrative expense, From this 
point of view all monies not actually given away without return (in the form of 
charitable relief, for example) should be called administrative expenses, It is 
obvious that there are two entirely different ways of looking at the matter— 
one is the way of the cWaritable relief society; the other is the way of a 
State. The ideal of the charitable relief society is 
adminstrative expenses to the minimum, so as 


to reduce its 
to give. away the 


maximum without any return in service. The ideal of the State 
is to reduce charitable relief -to the minimum, so as to make 


expenditure in return for services, administrative expenditure in the wider 
sense, as large as possible. This second ideal is the ideal of the Zionist 
Organisation, and the Zionist Organisation will not be content until it has got 
as near to it as is humanly possible. We look forward to the day when al! the 
money of the Zionist Organisation will be expended by it in return for 
equivalent services, so that its administrative expenses, im the best sense of the 
term, may be as near as possible 100 per cent. 

The Budget of the Zionist Organisation must not be thought of as simply 
the expenditure of a certain amount of money to maintain an existing organisa- 
tion. The greater part of the expenditure is expenditure for the future; 
expenditure which is intended to lay the foundations of and assist the develop- 
ment of a great Jewish Society in Palestine. If the function of the Zionist 
Organisation were merely to administer a budget of £500,000, it might, for 
example, be mistaken for it to expend £23,000 on experts, £20,000 on Technical 
Bureaux, and £20,000 on a Bureau of Trade and Industry. | Inasmuch, how- 
ever, as all this expenditure is vital to the building up of a Jewish Palestine, it 
is very much less than the Zionist Organisation would spend upon thes pur- 
poses if it had the funds. We could spend very profitably from the point of 
view of the Jewish Palestine one thousand or ten thousand pounds on these 
branches of activity for every pound which we, in fact, spend upon them now. 

I trust that Mr. Laski will forgive me dwelling upon these gerieral matters 


of principle, for they are fundamental to a right understandir g, not only of the 
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Budget of the Zionist Organisation, but also. of the whole idea of the Zionist 
Organisation and of its tasks now and in the future, Now to answer the 
specific questions put in bis letter.

(b) The number of persons in receipt of monetary payments during the 
period covered by the expenditure account has varied from fourteen upwards 
and now stands at fifty-six; these figures apply to London only. Figures for 
Copenhagen, Palestine, and elsewhere are not available at this moment. 

The function of the Political Office in London is to establish and maintain 
relations and co-operate with various departments of the British Government, 
chiefly the Foreign Office, War Office, and the Home Office, in regard to all 
questions affecting the welfare of Palestinian Jewry and Zionists in every part 
of the world. The Paris Office is intended to be the temporary heacquarters 
of the Zionist leaders in their relations with the Peace Conference. 

The Paris Office was not set up until November, 1918, and the account 
covers not nineteen months, as Mr. Laski mistakenly supposes, but the period 
from November ist, 1918—February 28th, 1919. Since March, 1919, the 
expenditure, owing to the Peace Conference and causes which are obvious, has 
been at a higher rate.

' The General Organisation Department deals with. matters purely of an 
organising character, such as correspondence with all .se Zionist Federations 
and organisations of the world, the direction of publicity and the like. 

The Londor Administration is designed to cover the general neecs of the 
London Office,.and it caters for all Departments and serves the purposes of all 
the Departments of the Organisation in London, 

The expense under the “cost of London Administration ” is twice as gre» 
as the cost of “ general organisation” because of the inclusion of £3,500 for 
installation and equipment of new offices. 

(e) It is considered inadvisable at present to merge the Treasurer's office, 
which deals with the receipt and coijlection and control] of the expenditure of 
money, with any other branch of the Organisation, for the same reasons as the 
Treasury is maintained separately from spending Departments. If at any future 
period a change of organisation should be thought. desirable, it would, of 
course, be carried out.

Mr. Laski's letter gives me the opportunity of drawing general attention to 
two facts about the Zionist Organisation which ought to be appreciated on all 
hands. The first is that the Zionist Organisation is not a charitable society, 
but a miniature quasi-Governmenta! organisation, and that its expenditure and its 
activities should be judged from the standpoint of Governmental Budgets. 
The second point, which is really a corollary of the first, is that the important 
work of the Zionist Organisation cannot be carried on unless competent people 
devote the necessary time to it. Just as a State has to pay in order to obtain 
the services of its administrative officers or officials, so must the Zionist 
Organisation pay those who are necessary for the execution of Zionist 
work. To this general rule there are a few excepiions. There are some men 
who are both gifted with the talents necessary fon Zionist work and wealthy 
enough to give the whole of their time gratuitously to that work, bat such 
exceptions must necessarily be rare. 

The concluding paragraph of Mr. Laski's letter is the kind of eriticiem 
which, even on the most charitable judgment, cannot be called helpful. The 
accounts of the Zionist Organisation are audited by chartered accountants. 
The Estimates are approved by the Inner Actions (Executive) Committee. 
There isa special Treasurer's Department (of which incidentally Mr. Laski 


elsewhere suggests the suppress:on) to exercise Treasury Control. The Zionist 


House of Commons is the Zionist Congress, to which all accounts wi!! be sub- 
mitted. Congress is the on'y body (on the model of the House of Commons) 
competent to appoint a Select Committee on Expenditure.

Jewish Parties in Palestine. 


From Mr. JOSEPH L. COHEN, M.A,, 4, Gerrard Street, W. 1. 
[To Tug Epitor.]} 


S1r,—Considerable interest bas naturally been evinced in the interview 
with Mr. Dizengofl, which appeared in your esteemed journal. No-one can 
deny. the authority with which be speaks concerning that party in Eretz Israel, 
of which he is the leader and one of the founders. It is not my object to 
examine the motives inspiring the supporters of the Esrak party or of the 
interests which it represents. But having had occasion to study the objects of 
the different parties in Eretz Israel, 1 {tel impelled to submit that be has shown 
undue partisan bias in his criticism of the programmes of the parties opposed to 
his. Permit me to give to your readers in a condensed form the aims and spirit 
of the other four parties, ¢.¢., of the National Radical Party, of Hapoel 
Hazair, of the Poalei-Zion, and of the Miszrochi. 

The National Radical Party was brought into being as the result of a 
split in the Ezrah on the question of the relation of the Zionist Organisation to 
internal Palestinian affairs. The National Radical Party ad: orates recognition 
of the Zionist Organisation as the sovereign power in Jewish life. Todirectal! 
the internal affairs of Palestine it favours setting up an autonomous organisa- 
tion. Hut it urges that the Zionist Organisation should havea final veto in all 
matters that. concern national interest. This is in marked contrast to the 
attitude originally adopted by the Ezrah. which bad at first a sort of “ Palestine 
for the Palestinians” programme  !t has, however, recently shifted from this 
view to a recognition of the supremacy of the Zionist Organisation. The newer 
body derives its name from the fact that it is composed chiefly of “ freethinkers ” 
and radicals in social.and political quesiions, Like the Ezrab, it would 
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encourage private initiative, but it advocates, in additi f possible 
development of Co-operative undertaki rsh 

| © party known as Hapoel Hazair aims at avoiding the theore 
dogms aoe creeds of the Poalei-Zion. It declares that Palestine will mee 
the Jews Na@f6nal Home only when it has been made so by the work of Jews 


long *S and as arduously as is humanly possible so as to attain the desired end. 
But they are vigorously opposed to the exploitation of this idealistic attitude 
for selfish ends. Without subscribing to the dogma of a class war, they are 
opposed to the exploitation of the workers for the advantage of any group in 
the Community. They would, however, be quite willing to give unstinted 
service to the land or to the nation. This party regards practical work, the 
development of the country, the joy of achievement, as aims to be pursued by 
all, It has, therefore, rejected orthodox Marxist doctrines, such as the con- 
centration of capitalism in fewer hands, belief in the inevitable growth of the 
machine process and the Socialist programme based on it. The party aims 
rather at adapting itself tothe changing conditions of the country, and perhaps, 
it might be said, tocombine something of the spirit of William Morris with that 
of the Fabians, 

The Poalei-Zion are part of the International Socialist Organisation, and 
accept all the ideology of the continental Marxists. Their programme demands 
the restriction of the possible influence of capitalism from the very outset. They 
are, therefore, making » (etermined stand for land nationalisation, and are eager 
to have as many public utilities as possible placed in the bands of the governing 
body in Palestine. One of the tasks which this party sets itself is to influencé 
the world in favour of Zionism by means of its propaganda among the 
Socialists of the world. 

The Mizrachi endeavours to establish a Jewish Palestine on the basis of 
traditional Judaism. Its formula asks for “the land of Israel for the people of 
Israel, living by the Law of Israel.” It looks to the Torah, which has kept 
the Jews alive in the galuth, to provide the inspiration and instruction for life 
in Eretz Israel, The three concrete proposals on which the Mizrachi now 
concentrates are (1) the provision of an education for the children in Eretz 
Israel, which will give them some appreciation of the value of traditional 
Judaism ; (2) the establishment of colonies of those devot d to the traditional 
Jewish life; and (3) insistence that the new Jewish life in Eretz Israel should 
have that minimum of Jewish observance afid practices without which, what- 
ever its name, the land would not be Jewish. 

The occasion and opportunity for Eretz Israel Jews to express themselves 
freely are still so recent that the programmes of all must be regarded as 
tentative. Indeed, not until the future of Palestine is definitely decided upon, 
and the Constitutent Assembly has treated concrete problems for a few years, 
will it be possible to regard these programmes, with the single exception 
perhaps of that of the Mizrachi, as more than pious wishes for the immediate 
future From the point of view of the future of Palestine their points of agree- 
ment are probably more important than their points of difference. Several 
important princ p'es are accepted by all alike. First, all recognise the Zaonist 
Organisation as the representative body of world-Jewry, and as the power 
competent to deal with Governments on behalf of Palestine; secondly, théy 
all favour the creation and strengthening of cordial relations between the Jews 
and the other inhabitants of Palestine; thirdly, all accept Hebrew as the 
national language; fourthly, although unanimity bas not yet been reached on 
this matter, owing largely to the unyielding attitude of the Mizrachi, it is very 
likely that a national board of education will soon be formed, whose function 
will be to supervise all the educational institutions in Palestine; and, lastly, 
- all recognise the suffrage rights of women,

Questions about the Movement, 


From Mr. SOL COHEN, 46, Canning Street, Liverpool. 
{To THE EpiTor.} 


Sir,—One wonders what purpose you are serving by your continual tilting 
at the leaders of the Zionist Movement in your recent leading articles. You 
repeatedly request a precise definition of the term ‘* National Home,” and com- 
plain that the leaders do not report progress, when you must be surely aware 
that the settlement of the political future of Palestine is, to a large extent, hung 
up until the Turkish question is taken in hand by the Peace Conference. Has 
not Dr. Weizmann over and over again declared that the favourable position, 
which promises the maximum demands of Jewry in relation to Palestine being 
attained, has not changed since the Zionist representatives appeared before the 
“ Big Ten,” and that the speedy settlement of the problem is not dependent on 
the Zionist will? Are you not aware that even the question of mandate has 
not yet been definitely settled by the Allied Powers, although National Jewry 
has clearly expressed its desire on that point long ago? 

Your ebject becomes all the more inexplicable when you open your 
columns, with your editorial blessing, to the “ questions” by Mr. N. J. La:ki on 
Zionist Organisation Finance, many of them mischievous in spite of their 
innocent tone; others showing that for all his study he appears to have neg- 
lected reading the Explanatory Statement accompanying the Budget. In the 
budget of a National Organisation, is it fair to separate certain items under the 
term of “Administration,” when, as a matter of fact, the whole amount repre- 
sents the budget of administrative expenses of the National Movement in its six 
departments (Political, Jewish Rights, General Organisation, Finance, Educa- 
tion, and Palestine)—the absolutely essential expenses, in the opinion of the 
Actions Committee, for providing ways and means towards the restoration of 
Eretz Israel? If the English method of dealing with financial matters is to 
have a system of Treasury control, or the appointment of a Select Committee 
on expenditure, must the Jewish method be the totally inadmissible form of 
question and answer in the columns of the public Press? Will any fairminded 
man lend himself to such a method of dealing with national finance ? 

Perhaps the explanation of your correspondent's action in seeking the 
publicity of your columns may lie in a wish to discredit the Zionist Organisa- 
tion rather than helpful criticism which might benefit Zionist. Funds, for his 
questions are mainly directed to details of salaries and allowances to public 
servants, which in no country and in no national organisation form the subject 
of contention in the Press. You and your correspordent may not be wilfuly 
guilty of such a desire, but it is clear that your “murmurings” and his 

questions ” are doing grave disservice to the Jewish National Cause and to its 
who, at this critical juncture, are entitled to the fullest confidence and 


: support of those who, like yourself, profess to be in sympathy with the object 


of their labours. 


[*s* Our correspondent is profoundly mistaken if, as appears to be 
the case, he imagines the enquiry which he so bitterly resents in 
respect to the Zionist Organisation, its methods and its work, 

— and which he quite erroneously terms “ tilting,” is evidence of 
disloyalty to the cause, which the Organisation is intended to serve. 
Equally is he mistaken in thinking. that the blind unquestioning 
faith which he professes, is any worthy mark of intelligent and 
abiding—to say nothing of independent—interest in so great a 
purpose as that involved in Jewish nationalism. In the traditional 
narrative of the very beginnings of our people's national strivi: gs, 
the asking of questions holds a place of commendation, and even the 
“Sol Cohens” who could not ask were not forgotten or unprovided for, 
In so transcendent a matter the cause is infinitely more than 
personalities, however much respect and esteem they may have

COPENHAGEN [F.O.C.] 
_.. It is reported that sixty-seven anti-Semitic pogrom agitators have been 
sentenced to death at Kieff. It is also stated among them is the notorious 
Vera Tcheberakova, who figured prominently in the Beilis case, 


THE KALISH POGROM TRIAL. 
Warsaw [F.O.C.] 
The trial has taken place of the persons who were accused of participating 
in the pogrom at Kalish. Advocate Olshvanger, supported by Jewish witnesses, 
placed before the Court all the facts of the pogrom. The secret police official, 
M. Kratchinsky, who had been dismissed, related how he encounter@) gangs of 
rioters beating and robbing Jews. He also stated that he was himself maltreated 
for trying to defend the Jews, and that when be appealed to the heads 6f the 
police to suppress the rict be was refused an additional force to assist him in 
his task. Four weeks later he was dismissed from the service without any 
reason for such drastic action. 

The authorities, however, argued that the rioting at Kalish did not con- 
stitute a pogrom, since only one Jew was killed and eight were wounded, and 
also since the losses did not amount to more than a few thousand marks. 

The Public Prosecutor argued that the police acted energetically, 
hence the small losses on the part of the Jews. For the defence it was con- 
tended that no proo!s were available that the accused participated in the riot. 
All defendants were acquitted, with the exception of Bagatski, who was 


sentenced to twenty months’ imprisonment, baving been arrested whilst 
plundering goods. 


ODESSA MASSACRE DENIED.

MAYOR DENIES ANTI-JEWISH LIBEL. 
Warsaw [F.O.C.] 
On the occasion of the funeral of two soldiers at Drohobycz, the Mayor, 
M. Yarosz, delivered a speech in the presence of General Haller, in which he 
eulogised the loyalty of the Jews to Poland and denied the libel that Jews had 
assisted the Ukrainian troops. The Mayor even declared that the Jews pro- 
tected Poles during the Ukrainian occupation of Galicia. General Haller 
expressed his pleasure at the remarks of the Mayor. 


REPORTED POGROMS IN UKRAINE, 


The Daily News of Wednesday printed the following statement :— 
“Terrible accounts of massacres of Jews by the Ukrainian soldiery have been 
received in Moscow. According to a Warsaw telegram, the official Bolshevik 
Izvestiya states that 5,000 Jews have been murdered in the province of Podolia 
alone, and the entire Jewish population of the town of Ploskirov has been 
exterminated. It is stated that at least a hundred thousand Jewish fugitives are 
at the present time seeking refuge in the district of Kieff. 

“These statements are supported by accounts of the sufferings of the Jews of 
the Russian Ukraine appearing inthe Lemberg Press. The tale of the massacre 
at Ploskirov, earlier in the year, is peculiarly revolting. General Pet!ura's 
troops had entered the town, and the Jews, fearing a pogrom, attempted a 
Bolshevik rising, which was, however, quickly put down. The ringleaders 
fied, and then the troops, chiefly Cossacks, took vengeance on the innocent 
persons who remained. The work was donesystematically. The citizens were 
ordered to keep within doors, and Cossacks then went to the Jewish quarter, 
where they entered the house quietly. Weeping and groans were heard coming 


from the houses, and when the soldiers came out their clothes were sprinkled 
with blood.” 


MOURNING SERVICE AND MASS MEETING AT JOHANNESBURG. 
JOHANNESBURG, August 18. 

A mourning service for the Jewish victims of pogroms was held here 
yesterday, There was a very full attendance, and a number of persons failed 
to obtain admittance. A mass meeting of protest was also held amid great 
enthusiasm. The Mayor presided. The meeting was addressed by prominent 


jewish and non-Jewish speakers. Strong immediate action by the Union 
Government was demanded.—Reuter. 


ACTION BY INTERN‘TIONAL SOCIALIST 
CONFERENCE. 


- 

The International Socialist Conference, held at Lucerne, unanimously 
adopted a resolution, proposed by M. Renaudel (France), calling upon the 
Peace Conference and Polish Socialists to stop the shameful anti-Jewish 
pogroms. The Conference also resolved to request the delegates of the Jewish 
Labour Confederation (Poale-Zion) to send an investigation committee to 
Poland, to the parts of Lithuania occupied by Poles, and to Ukrain‘a. 


QUESTION IN PARLIAMENT, 

In the House of Commons yesterday week, 

Mr. Asi TAGE (Leeds Cent., C.L.) asked the Under-Secretary for 
Foreign .Affairs.whether. he is aware that the soldiers of General 
Haller’s army participated in anti-Jewish excesses on 26th June, 
in Warsaw, in which the beards of several Jews were torn out, 
and that they have also assaulted and injured Jews in other 
towns besides Czenstochau, concerning which the hon. member 
informed the House on 5th June, and whether, as all representations 
to the Polish Government to suppress the anti-Jewish outrages 
have hitherto failed, he would consider the advisability of H.M. 
Government withholding any further support, either in the form of 
money, equipment, or munitions, from any part of the Polish Army until 


the latter ceases to commit violence against citizens of Poland of:a. 


different race and religion. 


‘Mr, HARMSWORTH, fn a written reply, said: The answer to the first 


part of the question is in the affirmative. While I am not prepared to 
accept the suggesiion contained in the last part of the question tbat 
representations addressed to the Polish Government have had no effect, 
I may remind the hon. member that His Majesty’s Government are 
despatching a Commission to Poland with the particular object of 
investigating the position of Jews in that country. It is not in con: 
templation, therefore, to take action in the sense suggested. I may add 
that recent reports show tbat the Polish authorities bave been punishing 
anti-Jewish excesses by executions and imprisonments of offenders. 


SUFFERINGS OE JEWS IN LITHUANIA. 
Warsaw [F.0.C.] 

- At Gedrovitch (rear Vilna), Polish recruits arrested the Kabbi of the town 
and occupied the synagegue. In order to light a fire they used a number ol 
prayer-books. A fine of 40,000 roubles was imposed on the Jewish Community, 
and young Jews were sent to mind pigs and to forced labour companies. A 
number of Jews were beaten, many lost their beards, and several Jewish shops 
were plundered, 


JEWISH DEMANDS IN LITHUANIA. 
Corennacen [F.0.C,) 

In the words of the Minister for Jewish Affairs in Lithuania, Dr. Solo: 
weitchik, our coreligionists in that country have made great progress towards a 
very wide measure of autonomy, but they are aiming at the complete control of 
Jewish education, emigration, charities, and religious and social institutions. 
Yiddish as a language is recognised even in the army, and progress is also being 
made with regard to the recognition of Hebrew. The Municipalities. in the 
Jewish centres are to be closed on the Day of Atonement, on the first day 
of the three Festivals, and the New Year. A measure safeguarding Saturday as 
the Sabbath for the Jews will soon be enforced. The thoroughfare in which 
the famous Jewish Library of Kovno is situated has been named Mapu Street, 
in memory of the great Jewish author. A measure providing for the 
establishment of Jewish Departments at the Ministries of Education and Social 
Welfare will soon be introduced, and the heads of those departments will be 
made responsible to the Ministry for Jewish Affairs. Dr. Soloweitchik is also 
preparing a memorial to the Lithuanian Government, requesting the latter to 
appoint six Jewish commissaries in the largest Jewish centres. According to 
his plan, the commissaries are to be regarded as State officials, and.they are to 
possess in their offices the town seals. They are further to be recognised by 
the local municipalities, and to participate in all local administrative councils, 
but the commissaries are to act in accordance with the instructions of the 
Minister for Jewish Affa rs. 


A SLOVAK MINISTER'S OUTBURST. 


_ M. Srobar, the Minister for Slovakia in the Government of Czecho- 
Slovakia, in a speech delivered on August 3rd at Turocs S. Martin (Slovakia), 
af a meeting attended by Government representativés and delegates of 
Slovakia, incited the representatives present against the Jews. He said, inter 
alia: “Our Jews accuse us in their papers of introducing a reign of terror 
into Slovakia directed against them, that our Government is anti-Semitic, and 
that the Jews enjoy no rights whatever there, Nowhere in Slovakia are the 
Jews persecuted ; if such athing does happen, it is because of profiteering by 
the Jews and for treachery. But the same treatment would be meted out to 
Christians in, similar circumstanees. The Jews have taken advantage of the 
Slovakian people, and the last invasion of Magyaria proved that the Jews did 
not keep the promises given by them to the Government, and that they were 


disloyal. Enemies of the Government are punished throughout the world. — 


“During the Magyar invasion we were compelled to intern people, and various 
mistakes were made in this connection. One of the principal questions of the 
Slovakian Republic is the Jew sh economic question. On that we must be 
agreed to a man, The Jews enjoy privileges in Slovakia. These privileges 
must be cancelied, particularly where they were bestowed by the Magyar 
Government for services rendered by informants against Slovakians. Our 
economic success depends upon our emancipation {rom foreign Magyar capital 
which rules in S!ovakia at the present time.” 

In expressing these views the Minisier has voiced the opinions of some of 
the Slovak newspapers. For instance, Povazvoe Klary is opposed to pogroms, 
but insists on a thoroughly planned economic war ou the Jews. Another paper 
the Pozor (O!miitz), exclaims :—*“ Jewry is the source of ail the evils which we 
have to endure, and is the greatest hindrance to the sound d«velopment of our 
republic.” On the other hand, the Zidoveke Zpravy (Prague), in ils issue of 
the 14th inst., printed an article strongly condemna'ory of the speech of 
Minister Srobar, who, it says incidentally, “ utters an untruth when he dec/ares 


" that the Jews are not being persecuted in Slovakia.” The paper's. estimate of 


the Minister is shown by the following opening passages of its article :— 
Notwithstanding the pain caused us by the cynical lies of Mifiister Srobar, which, 


in their very ruthlessness, point to his Magyar training, we are grateful to this repre- 
sentative of the Czecho-Slovakian Republic for airing his views in a manner wlich 
will leave no doubt in the minds of unprejuciced persons as to who is really respon- 


sible for the unpicasant state of affairs existing in S'ovakia. The minister, whe was 
not ashamed to speak as be did in public, only proves-what we have known for 
months: that he intends the destruction of the Jews in Slovakia, irrespective of guilt 


or innocence and without regard to prevailing conditions ; that he propagates his anti- 
Semitism in a demagogic fashion; that he employs every opportunity for inciting the 
Slovakian masses (whose only desire it is to be left in peacc) against the Jews, and 
that he is systematically robbing the Jews of every faith tn a republic which permits 


itself to be reprgsented by a man who knows no other law with regard to them than 
dispossession Brights and utier destruction. 

The article concludes as follows :— 

In summing up we would say that we do not think Minister Srobar's attitude in 
any way coincides with the views and intentions of the Prague Government, which 
alone is entitled to institute a foreign and home policy. It is certain, however, that 
the Slovakian Government is making the Jews desperate and is leading them to 
economic ruin. We cannot fee! safe in a State which has a two-edged government and 
a two-edged policy. We can only see salvation ina unanimous government welcome to 
all and whose aim is genera! contentment. Given these conditions, the Jews, one and 


all, will readily fall in, content with any place in the Republic that may be assigned to 
them—even though it is not in the sun.” 


HIGH DIPLOMATIC POST FOR POLISH JEW. 
WARSAW [P.O.C.1] 
Advocate Berenson has been appointed First’ Secretary io the Polish 
Embassy in Washington. In moderate Polish circles there is a terdency to 
utilise the appointment of M. Berenson as a proof that Jews enjoy equa! rights 
in Poland, and that they are readily accepted in high positions. These efforts 
were, however, badly served by the extreme anti-Semitic organs who subjected 
the Government to a severe attack for appointing a Jew to an important post, 
at the same time proclaiming Berenson as a Bolshevik.

Rumania and the Peace Treaty. ce 


Zuricn [F.0.C.} 
The Rumanian Government is endeavouring to persuade prominent 


Rumanian Jews to protest against the minority clauses in the Peace Trea; 

on the ground that they are offensive to the dignity of Rumania, and mols 6 
curtailment of the sovereign rights of their country. The Government appealed 
to the patriotism of the Jewish leaders in Rumania, and suggested to them 


that the way proposed was the best by which they could demonsirate their 
loyalty to the country. 


Budapest Jewish Victims. 
COPENHAGEN (F.0.C.} 
In the course of the disturbances which followed the fall of the Bolshevik 
rule fifteen Jewish students were wounded at the Polytechnic and four others 
were injured at the University. Troops suppressed other anti-Semitic attacks. 


The Chief Rabbi, Dr: Hevesy, and the President of Israelite Consistory jn 
Budapest, have addressed a memorial to the British military mission, setting 
forth that under the Bolshevik régime the Jews suffered more from oppression 
and robbery than any other class of the community. Now that the Com. 
munists had fal en, the Christians are trying, they say, to hold Jews respon- 
sible for the Bolshevik proceedings. The Jews of Budapest have appealed to 
the missf®n to secure them reparation for the injuries they have suffered and 
guarantees against the renewal of such injuries. The memorial further com. 
plains that Jewish siudents have been prevented from continuing their studies 
at the University, and that Jewsin the Government service are being persecuted 
and expelled from their positions, and that Jews bave been insulted and beaten 
on the streets.— Reuter’s Special Service. 


THE CRISIS IN HUNGARY, 


STUDENTS’ BOYCOTT OF JEWS, 

A German wireless message from Berlin says :— 

Anti-Semitic manifestations continue at Budapest. A deputation of 
students of the Polytechnicum has demanded from the Rector the expulsion of 
all Jew.sh students, as they do not desire to sit with Jews inthesame hall. The 
Rector complied with their request, and has ordered the expulsion of all Jewish 
studenis. Thereupon the Jewish professors of the university and the 
Polytechnicum, as a protest, discontinued their lectures.— Wireless Press. 


Anti-Semitism in Germany. 


| Zuricu [(F.O.C.} 
In the course of a debate in the Prussian Diet Deputy Hoffmann criticised 


the Government for permitting the anti-Semitic agitation to grow. He threw 
the responsibility for the attacks on our coreligionists on the Government, ard 
invited it to look for profiteers among the German large landowners and not 
among Jews. 

The special correspondent at Rotterdam of the Daily Telegraph, in a 
letter on the situation in Germany, writes :— 

Not only from the Radical side do dangers threaten. The agitation from 
the Right is gaining an almost desperate character. Especially evil is its anti- 
Semitic side, even to the extent of a pogrom propaganda. In the Conservative 
papers advertisements appear offering prizes for the best pamphlets against the 
Jews. The Government is far too easy going in this matter. Officials and 
officers can allow themselves the crassest liberties of expression on the Jews 
and an aggressive monarchistic agitation without being brought to book. 


The correspondent of the Times at Berlin, writing fast Thursday, says :— 

A disturbance was caused yesterday by the sale of anti-Semitic newspapers 
in the streets. Some Jews took exception to a newsboy who displayed a placard 
bearing the words, “ Opponents to the Jews, read the Deulsche Wochenb/ati!" 
In a scuffle which followed, several revolver shots were fired and several per- 
sons injured. Indications of growing anti-Semitism are becoming frequent. 

The Parlementarisch-Politische Nachrichten learns from “a trustworthy 
Munich seurce " that the tendency towards pogroms against the Jewish popula- 
tion there is increasing. The unpopularity of the Jews in Munich is to a large 


extent due to the important part played in the councils of the Republic of 
April last by foreign Jews,

of Honour have been made by the President of the French Republic: To be 
Grand Officer, M. Lippmann, Professor at the Faculty of Sciences of Paris and 
Member of the Institute of France (the famous chemist); to be Officer, M. 
Alphonse Franck, President of the Association of Theatre Directors; to be 
Chevaliers, M. Henri Bernstein, the celebrated dramatist; M. I. Glotz, 
Professor at the Faculty of Literature of Paris; M. Léon, President of the 
Chamber of Lawyers at the Paris Court of Appeal; Mile. Georgette 
Saint-Paul, who had rendered important nursing services during the war, for 
which she had received the Croix de Guerre, and several Jewish lawyers 
practising at the Courts of Appeal in Paris and Rouen. 


See, the Conquering Marshall! 


Mr. Louis Marshall and Dr. Cyrus Adler, on their return to New York 
from Paris, received a “hurrah” welcome, were feasted and féted like conquer- 
ing heroe®, or like Lord Beaconsfield when he came back to London after the 
Berlin Coagress. Some natures like that sort of thing, others prefer to allow 
their work to do the demonstrating in their honour. But, reading through the 
account of the proceedings and the “statements” prepared on board ship, we 
are forcibly reminded of what we mentioned last week concerning the American 
Zionists who have come over to the country, and their “ bossing” airs and 
“almighty ” pose. Similarly, Mr. Marshall andiDr, Adler made the burden 
of what they had to tell those who came to greet them, “Alone we did it!” 
Not a single word of acknowledgment for anyone else’s work. Not a syllable 
of mention that anyone else did anything. Not a breath of the invaluable 
assistance of, say, Mr. Lucien Wolf, It is a characteristic and ugly feature of 
Americans of all sorts in these days ; but it is disappointing to find it in Jews 19

The Great Communal Scheme. 
Temple of Living—or Mausoleum? 


From Mr. LOUIS ZANGWILL, The Temple, E.C. 
(To THE Eorror.] 

Sir,—Were it the aim of Mr. R. Waley Cohen and Major Stern to set up 
a College for research in mathematics.or symbolic logic, their conception 
would be perfect. They conceive of the material out of which Jewish 
personality may be formed as of a kind wholly presentable through academic 
channels. The sequestered student during a number of years is to receive a 
body of creed and learning which is conceived of as existing apart from life and 
communicable by books and teachers. 

But is it true that the material out of which Jewish personality may be built 
does in fact exist—in any but a minor degree—in that separate way, abstracted 
from existence? Is it true that it is sufficient to offer creed, learning, ideas as 
One offers the binomial theorem or the elements of Euclid? Is Judaism so 
conceivable or reducible ? 

Is it not, on the contrary, plainly and scientifically the fact—however 
unpolitically the question be viewed—that the most essential material of 
Judaism (unlike that of Christianity) exists only in a living body of people, is 
to be absorbed only by intimate and sympathetic contact with that people, and 
is irreducible to mere creed, theology, or learning? 

For it is indeed larger than all these things. It transcends all these 
things. It resides principally in an emotional human experience, sui generis, 
interblent with all the fundamental depths and relations of the personal life, 
and linking the personality continuously to the personality of the vanished 
generations. 

‘Failing this experience of the heart, what essential harmonies shall blow 
through the student's starved soul—sequestered, creed-nurtured? How shall 
he hear the music of the spheres? Deprive him of this experience, and the 
great continuity is broken. For such personality, as Jewish, there can be no 
future. 

But it is precisely this experience which is so dreaded by the sponsors of 
the scheme; it is precisely this experience which the scheme is planned to 
avoid. Some unfortunate unconscious analogy with Christian theologic pro- 
cedure quite clearly fills and holds the minds of the leaders of English Jewry, 
although the two cases are as humanly diverse as their antecedent life-courses. 

From so academic and Christian-like an inspiration can spring at 
best only a shadowy and spiritless addition to English Nonconformity. 
The present writer himself cannot affect to have much knowledge 
of English Jewry, a province—to him—remote and obscure. But there 
is the testimony of Mr. Cohen, Major Stern, and Lord Swaythbling, 
who presumably are at home in that field, and they declare it to be 
in need of rescue “from the engulfing materialism of our times.” This, how- 
ever, may be doubted. More probably the Jewish heart is to be trusted as, in 
the main, not too prone to absorb the tragic shortcomings of the environment. 
If recent displays in your columns. of outlook and standpoint on the part 
of both cleric (so-called) and layman (so-called) may be taken as fairly typical, 
the sort of shortcomings which Anglo-Jewry has absorbed from the environ- 
ment would seem rather to be material for the Comic Muse than the Tragic. 
(It was, indeed, an eminent Oxford man who first brought these shortcomings 
under the convenient label of “ Philistinism.”) 

Tragic shortcomings may often find redemption, for there is human repent- 
ance and there is Divine forgiveness. But comic vices are ever irredeemable. 
Anglo-Jewry, clinging to the curious make-believe that the Ghetto and itself 
are of diverse derivation, and so continuing to despise its most honourable 
association—that Ghetto, which even the emergence of the Rothschilds has 
failed to ennoble—will value this scheme, not for se!f-regeneration, but for its 
promise of enhanced social appearance. Unfortunately a squalid point to be 
mixed up with a Memorial to the Dead! 

Anglo-Jewry will, in fact, pay for a fire to warm its hands, but not to purge 
its soul; though the flood-tide now shaping to sweep away the Universities 
in their old form is sure to extinguish the fire. Lut at its best or worst, a 
College, as conceived, can never be a Temple of living inspiration. It will be 
only a Memorial to the Dead—aye, a Mausoleum |!

“ Another reason,” they proceed, “is the difficulty of age. Students go to 


- the College at an early age; can they know then what their inclinations are?” 


Is not this an admission of my point that possibly the methods of selecting the 


. students are at fault ? 


And what do they say about Jocal? “The location and obscurity of the 
College may perhaps have something to do with it” (i ¢.. its failure), “ May 


- perhaps” and “something ” are weak, uncertain expressions that come strangely 


from those who are so insistent on the absolute necessity of the change of 
habitation, and regard it as “ the corner-stone on which the whole scheme is 
built.” If themecessary educational changes which shal! produce ministers and 
teachers with “a broader outlook on life ” can be carried out successfully, as 1 
think they can, and as Major Stern and Mr. Coben practica!ly admit that t 


a new College? If my contention, which receives such strong confirmatic 
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from the reply of Major Stern and Mr. Cohen, is sound, it cannot be a matter 
of opinion, as they assert, whether such expenditure would be a waste of money 
or not. 

The fact of the matter seems to me to be that Major Stern and Mr. Cohen 
are confused in their minds—a confusion more strikingly exhibited in the very 
aggressive letters of “R.}.M.” who also supported my point of view, though he 
drew from it the inference contrary to my own, Major Stern and Mr. Cohen 
advocate the transference on the ground, not only of its educational advantages, 
but of its being a means to combat “that bogey of misunderstanding—Anti- 
Semitism.” This appears to me a far-fetched reason of a highly-debatabie 
character. Its introduction into the discussion can only serve to obscure the 
consideration of the functions of Jews’ College as an educational institution, by 
raising issues which are utterly irrelevant to the purpose of the scheme, as 
described by Major Sternand Mr. Cohen, “the reorganisation and reconstraction 
of the religious and educational machinery of the Community in Great Britain 
and the Empire.” 

To my mind the fact that clearly emerges from the discussion, upon which 
all could agree, is the necessity of submitting Jews’ College, as at present carried 
on, toa thorough investigation. Why not appoint at oncea small representative 
Committee of Inquiry with full powers to go into the matter carefully and give 
all the facts and its recommendations to the Community. A report issued by 
such a Committee, commanding the confidence of the public, would carry great 
weight. Above all, it would supply the necessary data on which alone the 
Community, at present, unaware of the facts, could form a sound judgment.

“A Few Thoughts.” 
From “S.” 


[To Tue Epitor.] 

Sin— May I be allowed to express a few thoughts which occur to me, after 
reading the letter under the above heading in your current issue, and also those 
in previous issues. 

That the time has come for a general scheme of reconstruction in our 
system of education, and our arrangements therefor, 80 one wil! dispute. 
In fact, such a change is belated enough. But I wonder how many of us believe 
that the time is past ripe for a thorough overhauling—not of the real funda- 


mentals of Judaism, but of what is generally and wrongly accepted by apathetic . 


coreligionists as fundamentals. 

To the majority. of Jews, it seems, that provided they appear in synagogues 
on fashionable occasions, gabble through the prayers, which have little or no 
méaning to most of them, listen to the sermon, carefully prepared by a poorly- 
paid minister, hand out a yearly contribution to the local Jewish Board of 
Guardians, and act up to all the otber et ceteras of what goes up to make the 
average yearly round of the Jewish existence, they are really furthering the 
Jewish cause, and helping to accomplish the mission of the Jewish people, as 
revealed to Moses our Teacher, 

Are they? I respectfully submit that they are not, and it is evident that 
influential leaders of thought in this country see the need for some greater 
spiritual influence than that which has been brought to bear hitherto. 

I see that the “ Scheme,” therefore, aims at changing the present apathetic 
state of affairs, and proposes-to start by creating a new type of Jewish Minister, 
who will, by virtue of being trained in an atmosphere of dogmatic theology, 
and by contact with the classical and enlightening influences of Oxford or 
Cambridge, be spiritually q@barged with sufficient inspirational force as to produce 
some effect on the apatheiic mass of our people, which will improve their 
spiritual outlook and renew their Jewish patriotic fervour. 

I doubt whether any different result will be obtained, because I believe 
that Ju aism, real Judaism, is suffering from a contact with the dogmatic, 
disciplined forces of other theological conceptions, and because Judaism to-day 
has become a Judaism of economic, social, and political convenience, and is not 
Judaism at all, but simply a parody of it and a very poor one at that. 

Do not your readers, or the most really Jewish of them, believe that 
rather than have more Jewish religion they would prefer more real Judaism ? 

I desire to plead for a training of spiritual leaders, who will be able to 
show the remnant of our people that the Jewish ideal is love, truth, and peace 
in every real and true sense of the words, and not dogma, hair-splitting theology, 
and superficial practice 

And, I ask, what have other creeds ‘or religions gained from the influences 
and the leadership of the spiritual products of Oxford or Cambridge? And 
what on earth have we to gain by an even closer contact with such influences? 
Or are there still some people who believe that the world is quite alright, and 
that all we have to do is to go on in the same way, only more so? 

I would like to see a Jews’ College erected on some high mountain miles 
away from anywhere. Because we are a separate people, though God knows 
how little and at what low estimate we value our separateness. We seem to 
have already assimilated all the lowering influences of a religion of convenience 
which most countries are cursed with. Are we to continue the tragedy, or are 
we rather to help ourselves by proclaiming to the world that Judaism is not 
dogma or theology, but an attempt by the most intelligent section of the human 
race to reach the pinnacle of human happiness and spiritual preparedness? 

We do not need Oxford or Cambridge for that purpose, but if I were 
asked where else, I would say without hesitation Jerusalem, or somewhere in 
Palestine convenient. The mere esiablishment of such a centre would have 
among Jews a great spiritual and national effect, besides adding to our 
prestige politically. 

I would like to add a few words in reply to one correspondent, who 
enquires as to what is being done about the “ Hazan, Shochet, etc., problem.” 

This is a problem which, of course, we have created ourselves by our 
economic policy, especially inthe smaller towns. Asa rule, the Community 
are the business men of the town whorun their synagogues as they do their 
shops or factories, in fact, more “economically.” The gentleman who must be 
able spiritually to uplift them in. their prayers, whose finer feelings, 
instincts, and emotions, must be so delicately poised so as to accomplish this 
successfuly, must also, ugh! be able to slit bullocks’ or hens’ throats, with the 
sang froid usual to the man who bas the qualifications for this purpose. 

So this correspondent may take what consolation he can from the fact that 
in order to suit the economic necessities of the Community, and the carnivorous 
cravings of the communal stomach, and the spiritual and musical emotions of 
the Community, your Chazan must be a sort of general factotum, and some 
communities expect bim to be a signpost to beaven also. I humbly believe he 
cannot doit. And I would liketoask: Isthis Judaism? 

May I point out, also, that the amount of money which some congregations 
are prepared to pay for spiritual guidance is such that no wonder fathers hesi- 
tate before placing their sons in training for the ministry. 

I know of some congregations who expect their ministers to act as 
Chazanim and teachers, etc., and keep their souls, and wives, and families.on a 
lower wage than a junior clerk in a shipping warehouse. 

I do not think that our ministers desire to make money, but surely a 
standard of financial necessity should be set up, dnd such men should be placed 
beyond the struggle for existence, and their nature and character should be ‘ree 
from the influence of petty temptation to lower themselves and their dignity. 
I hope some good will come of the “ Great Communal Scheme,” but I shal! 
Continue to be pessimistic unless some very drastic changes take place, not 


only in our social and communal policy, but also in our political, religious, and | 


spiritual ideals,

].P., Vice-President, was in the Chair. With reference to the Consampiive 

Fund, Mr. Horowitz, the Hon. Secretary, reported 
BOARD OF GUARDIANS that he, together with Mr. H. UL. Behrens and Dr. 
[Officially Wigoder, bad interviewed the Manchester Heal:h 
Communicated]. Committee, when the subject of separate Jewish wings 

at Baguiey and Abergele Sanatoria and the provision of 
Kosher Kitchens was discussed, The deputation bad been met sympathetically 
and there appeared to be a general agreement that Kosher Kitchens could be 
provided, if the Board made itself responsible for their maintenance. But with 
regard to the special allocation of beds or of a wing, difficulties bad been raised 
and the matter was left for further consideration. The Treasurer, Mr. A. 
Frischmann, submitted the financial statement for the months of July and 
August, and reported a number of special donations as well as 433 11s. in new 
and increased subscriptions per Mr. J. Kitman, and a legacy of £200 from the 
late David Rofé, of Alexandria. 


Much excitement was aroused in the Commanity when the news of a tragic 
occurrence which took place on Friday morning last became known, It appears 
that a Russian Jewish ex-soldier, named Ivan Parlovich, 
evidently had a grudge against the foreman, Mr. Solomon 
Franks, at Messrs. Wilks Bros., waterptoof garment manu- 
facturers, and without any warning stabbed’ him twice 
in the neck with an army jack knife. Parlovich, who had served in 
France, was a hasty tempered man, and, it is stated, bore jealous feelings against 
Mr. Franks owing to his position as foreman, He at once walked out o! the 
warehouse and gave himself up at the 'ocal police station. * Mr. Franks was 
taken at once to Salford Hospital, where he died shortly afterwards. For 
many years he bad been a member of the Old Hebrew Congregation, where be 
was well-known and highly respected by a large circle for his amiable dispos:- 
tion. He leaves a widow and several children to mourn his loss. The funera’, 
which took place on Sunday, at Urmston Cemetery, was very largely attenced. 
Rabbi Dr. B. Salomon and the Rev. H. Levin officiated. Dr. Saiomon, in the 
course of an address, dwelt on the excellent qualities of the deceased. Several 
memorial offerings were made for the benefit of local charitable institutions.

The annual meeting was held on Sunday. Mr. R. Camrass (Chairman) 

presided. In presenting the annual report and balance-sheet for the year 
HERSL-MOZER ended November 30th, 1918, the Chairman said that they

The report states in part :— 

The income for the twelve months has been £1,156 16s., as compared with £970 8s. 
for the previous year. The expenditure has been £1,039 15s. 1ild., as against 
£1,052 3s. 3d. for 1917, leaving a balance in hand on the year of £117. This balance 
has enabled the Executive to clear off the balance due to the bank at the end of 1917, 
and leaves a balance in hand of £67 12s. 1d. It is proposed to place this sum to the 
credit of the Building Fund Account. The manageme:t desire to record their deep 
appreciation of the valuable services rendered by the Hon. Medical Staff, and to 
express their thanks to the Medical Superintendent and the Matron and Nursing 
Staff for their strict attention to their duties at all times. 


Mr. S. WOLFSON, in moving the adoption of the report and balance-sheet, 
said that he would have liked to have seen an increase in the amouot derived 
from annual subscriptions, It was not so much spasmodic support that was 
required as a regular income to allow the Institution to make uniform progress. 

Mrs. DIAMOND having spoken in support, the motion was unanimously 
adopted. 

‘Dr. M. Umanski, the Medical Superintendent, presented the annual 
medical report, which states :— 


I am pleased to record once again steady progress in the valuable work of the 
Institution. The number of patients treated during the year was 103, of whom 40 were 
women, 60 men, and 3 children. The majority o! them have made good, and some 
excellent, recoveries. Four deaths occurred during the year in most serious cases, 
The average stay of a patient was about twenty-five days There was no failing-off in 
the number of out-patients recommended by the Jewish Poor Sick Charity, or former 
in-patients who continued ‘treatment in their homes after their discharge from the 
Institution, Asin previous years, we were able to relieve to some extent the !ocal 
hospitals by traosferring to ours some of the Jewish patients, wherever possible, and 
thus increase their accommodation for new and more urgent cases. On the other 
hand, some of our cases who required some specia! treatment were transferred to the 
Leeds Infirmary. The present ,-remises of the Haspital, as pointed out in my previous 
reports, are in many respects unsuitable for modern hospital work, and it is high time 
that new and more suitable ones be provided. To our Consulting Staff, and more 
especially tothe Hon. Consulting Physician, Dr. Maxwell Telling, M.D., F.R.C.P., 
our thanks are due for his very valuable help given in many difficult cases whenever 
calledin. Weare pleased to welco:e back io Leeds and to our Hospital Major 
J. A. Coupland, our Hon. Surgeon, who served with the forces in France during 
the war. 


After some discussion, the medical report was unanimously adopted. 

On the motion of Mr. Jack LUBELSKI, supported by Mr. S. WoLFson, it 
was unanimously decided to appoint a dental officer to the Hospital. Mr. 
L. E. Wigoder was recommended for the post. 

On the motion of the Rev. C. Kanan and Mr.S. WoLrson, the Executive 
and Medical Staff were thanked for their services during the year,

The recent paucity of musical entertainment in London has been relieved 
by the revival of the Queen's Hall Promenade Concerts, the first of which took 
place on Saturday evening last. A surprise was offered by the new, and may 
we say startling, scheme of decoration in the auditorium. The walls and 
balconies, seats and shades, have assumed a brilliant blue green colour, while 


the great organ, looking bare without its flags, which bave been with us for so 


many seasons, has been lavishly treated with silver paint. Only the ceiling has 
been left untouched, and though the deccrations wére doubtiess necessary, we 
venture to think the colour scheme might bave been one of more restful shade. 
The audience on Saturday night was large and appreciative, and the programme 
of familiar character. A touch of novelty was lent by the inclusion of a new 
work by a British composer, Mr. H. Balfour Gardiner, entitled “The Joyful 
Homecoming.” It is brief, and reflects the business like nature of its inspiration 
in bright direct phrases that evidently made themselves clear to the audience, 
which insisted on its repetition. For the rest, enthusiasm rather than criticism 
was the key-note of the evening. Saint-Saens’ ever popular “Le Cygne,” 
played by Mr. C. Warwick Evans as solo ‘cellist, received applause. Artistic 
renderings were given of Mendelssohn's “Midsummer Night's Dream.” 
Overture, the exquisite “ Valse Triste” of Sibelius, and the favourite 'Entr’acte 
from Offenbach's “ Tales of Hoffmann.” The pianoforte work was Weber's 
Concert-Piece in F minor, which was played with considerable brilliance and 
exhilaration by Miss Lilia Kanevskaya, Vocal element was supplied by Miss 
Amy Evans and Mr. Charles Tree, both in fine form, the latter's principal song 
being the aria, “ Largo al factotum,” of Rossini, and the former, “ Vissi d’arte, 
from Puccini's La Tosca. 

To-morrow night, Mme. Donalda and Mr. Hubert Eisdell are the vocalisis, 
and Miss Marjorie Hayward, the solo violinist. The novelty will be a Fantasie 
Symphonique by C. M. Loefiler, entitled “La Villanelle du Diable.” 
Familiar items will be the Peer Gynt Suite, Nicolai’s Overture “ The Merry 
Wives of Windsor,” and works of Gounod, Handel, and Liszt. 

On Monday, Wagner night, Miss Rosina Buckman and Mr. Herbert 
Brown will be the vocalists. Tuesday will see Mme. Donalda, and Mr. 
Sidney Stoddard, as vocalists, with Mr. Evelyn Howard-Jooes as solo pianist 
in the Delius pianoforte concerto. First performance will be given to a 
Symphonic Prelude, “Sursum Corda,” by Baron F. d' Erlanger 

Another “ novelty” will be heard on Wednesday ina Prelude for Orchestra 
by Eugene Goossens (Jnr.), entitled “Philip 11." Miss Alice Lilley and Mr. 
Bén Davies will be the singers, and Mr. William James wril play Arensky’s 
pianoforte concertoin F minor. On Thursday, Miss Katie Goldsmiea will be 
the solo violinist, in Hamilton Harty’s violin concerto in D, and a new work 
will be beard in “le Couvent Sur |'Eau,” by Alfredo Cassella. Miss Evelyn 
Arden and Mr. John Huntingdon are the vocalists 

Music lovers will be glad to hear that the Royal Philharmonic Society will 
resume its activities in November. Seven concerts will be given in all on 
Thursday evenings; two will be conduc‘ed by Mr. Landon Ronald, two by 
Mr. Albert Coates, and the others by Mr. Adrian Boult, Mr. Geoffrey Toye, 
and Mr. Kennedy Scott.. The latter will also be responsible for the newly- 
formed Philharmonic Choir, which wi'l sing at two of the concerts early next 
year, the work chosen being Beethoven's Ninth Symphony. 

Most concert-goers will remember the excellent series of concerts given by 
Mr. Whitney-Mockridge during the war in aid of the “ Star and Garter Fund 
for Disabled Sailors and Soldiers.” It is satisfactory to be able to announce

Among the artists were Mr. and Mrs. Adolph Mann, the 
laiter a violinist, accompanied by Mr. Mann, Mr. Francis Willmott, Miss Grace 
Gordon, and Mr. Reginald Wishart. An outstandiog feature of the programme 
was the clever playlet, “ Violet's Engagement,” performed by the author, Mr, 
Frederic de Lara, and his wife, Miss Alice Dukes. 

The most interesting feature in the concert world for this autumn will be 
the re-appearance of the great prima donna, Mme. Tetrazzini, in this country 
after an absence of five years. Her season will be inaugurated under the 
auspices of the Quinlan International Musical Agency, Ltd., by a concert on 
September 20th, at the Royal Albert Hall. On this occasion she will be sup. 
ported by Mme. Kenée Chemet, the celebrated French violinist, Mr. Frank 
Mullings, the ever popular tenor, and Signor Pietro Cimara, the eminent 
pianist. Her appearance in London will be followed by a tour of the great 
provincial centres, including Scotland and Ireland. Like many another great 
artist, much of Mme. Tetrazzini’s time and talent during the past five years 
of war, have been devoted to raising money for war charities. But it was amply 
demo strated that the popularity of the prima donna had not waned, when, in 
June of this year, at the Paris Opera House, before a brilliant and distinguished 
company, including the Queen of Rumania, President Poincaré, Marsbal Foch, 
Admiral Fourniet, Mrs. Wilson, and many other celebrities, she received the 
ovation of her life, having realised in cash, at one single concert, over £17,000 
for the French Red Cross. 

Mr. Arthur M. Friedlander's Barcarolle, which has already achieved much 
success, is gaining stil more in popularity. The composer's recent arrange-
